The innermoſt 
part of it 1s begirt with a

tiesare ſmall, and ſometimes not viſible ; but in a 
Favus they are more large and conſpicuous. 

Achroz are men that have loſt their colour, ſuch 
asare melancholly perſons, men of an ill habit of 
body, and they whoare troubled with the Jaun :

Acme is the height of a diſeaſe : Many diſtem- 
pers have four Periods, the firſt is called agx3 or 
the beginning, when the matter is but yet raw, 


. as it were, and unripe; the ſecond is «r22515 the 


growth or increaſe, when the morbifick matter 
becomes a little digeſted and ripened ; the third 
is. 4xyuw, When ?tis fully and compleatly ſo; the 


fourth is Tegzxpa, or the declenſion of adiſtemper 


when its rage is abated, and the Patient is judged 
beyond danger, for none die in the declenſjon of a 
diſeaſe : 'This diverſity of periods ariſes from the 
bloods imbibing of crude juices, wh:ch bave their 
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times of crudity, maturation, or ripening , de- 
fetion, and volatility; and thus the caſe may be 


faid to ſtand in Fevers and other diſtempers. 


Acopum is a medicine Which applied by fomen- 


ration, allays the ſence of wearineſs, contracted by 


a too violent motion of the body, compounded 
of warming and mollifying ingredients. 

Acoſmia is an ill ſtate of health, joined with the 
loſs of colour in the face. 

Acouſtica are medicines which help the hearing. 

Actaſia is the exceſs or predominancy of 
one quality above another in mixture. 

Acriſia is when a diſtemper is in ſo uncertain 
and fluctuating a condition, that the Phyſitian 
can hardly paſs a Tight Judgment upon it. 

Acr.c 'olum is a ſpecies of warts. 

Acromium is the upper proceſs, or increaſe of 
the ſhoulder-blade, or the top of the ſhoulder 
where the neck-bones are joined with the ſhoul- 
der-blades. 

Acromphalum 1s the middle of the Navel. 

Acros is the height and vigor of diſeaſes, as alſo 


. It ſignifies the prominency of bones, the tops of 


fingers, and of plants. 

Acrotes is the vigor, top, and extremity of any 
thing, as ſulphureous and ſaline particles exalted 
&d a xp6]nras that is, brought ro the moſt exalted

Acutus morbus , an acute diſeaſe, is that which 
isover in a little time, but-not without imminent 
danger; and it is either very acute, or moſt acure ; 
the later is meant when the diſtemper is over in 
three or fourdays ; but the former is that which 
continues till the ſeventh day; or elſe a diſeaſe is 
called ſimply acute, when it laſts fourteen, or it 
may be twenty days; or laſtly acute ex dccidentia, 
which laſts forty days at mot. 

Aden is a glandule , which is either conglobared 
as the glandules of the Meſentery of the Groin, 
and the Pinealis, whoſe office is to diſpenſe the 
ſeparated humor to the veins, or conglomerated, 
like a Cluſter, as the falival glandules, the Pan- 
creas, or Sweet-bread, &c. which convey their 
juice by their own proper channels into ſome no- 
table cavities of the body ; they arc made up ſeve- 
ral little bladders, and fibres, or little hollow con- 
duits diſpoſed in a confuſed manner : Aden ſome- 
times allo ſignifies the ſame with b4bo. 

Adephagia 1s the greedineſs of children, who & 
ver now and then fall oo freſh feeding before their 
former viCtuals are digeſted. 

Adeps, or Pinguedo, fat is a ſimilar part, made of 
earthy and ſulphereous blood, white, ſoft,inſenſible, 
apt to preſerve natural heat, and nouriſh the bo- 
dy in time of need : The eye-lids, the lips, the 
yard, the Scrotum, or outward $kin of the cods, 
the membranes of the teſticles, the brain, the 
tendons, the nerves, the bones, .©c. are deſtitute 
of fat by nature. Adeps and Pinguedo ditter in this, 
that Adeps is a thicker, harder, and moreearthly 
ſubſtance than Pinguedo, the fat which is particu- 
larly meant by Adeps, flows from the blood through 
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peculiar veſſels into little bags or bladders appro- 
priate thereunto, as is plain from the obſervarion 
of Malphighins. 

Adiapneuſtiais a different perſpiration through 
the inſenſible pores of the body. 

Adnata tunica is the common membrane of 
the eye , called Comunttrve ; it ſprings from the 
skull, grows to the- exterior part of the tunica cor- 
nea ; and that the viſible ſpecies may paſs there, 
leavesa round cavitie forward, to which is annex- 

ed another tunic, without any particular name 
made up of the tendons of thoſe muſcles which 
move the eye ; by reaſon of its whiteneſs tis cal- 
led Albuginia. 

Aegilops, Angilops, and Anchylops, is a little ſwel- 
ling abour the glandule of the eye called Carancu- 
Ia major, for the moſtÞart accompanied with an 
inflamation; Anchylops,and eMegilops are often uſed 
indifferently ; yet ſome for diſtinftion's ſake ſay, 
that Anchylops is a ſwelling betwixtthe greatercor- 
ner of the eye, and the noſe, not yet open ; but 
that aegylops 1s a ſwelling b2rwixt the noſe and an- 
ple of the eye, which if it be not ſeaſonably o- 
pened, the bone underneath grows putrifted ; Ae- 
gilops is often taken for the Fiftula lachrymalis ; it 
ſignifies likewiſe a ſort of graſs that is deſtraCtive 
ot Barley. 

, Aeipathia is a paſſion of long continuance. 

Aeromel: is Manna,or aerial honey ; for in Cala- 
bria and other places the air is impregnated with 
ſeveral del:cious particles which in the night time 
cleave to trees,leaves,or any other thing they meet 
with; and in the day time, are farther concocted 
and condenfſated by the heat of the Sun.

Aetas is part of the duration of life, wherein 
from the continual action and: fermentation of the 
blood and ſpirits, rhe temperature of humane bo- 
dies undergo a conſiderable and fenfible change ; 
and it is fixfold, Pueritia, childhood, which is 
reckoned to the fhfth year of our age, is diſtin- 
guiſhed into the time before, at, and after breed- 
ing of teeth. 2. Adoleſcentia,Yourth, reckoned to the 
eighteenth, and youth properly fo called to the 
twenty fifth year. 3. faventus, reckoned from 
the twenty fifth to the thirty fifth. 4. Yirilis eActas, 
manhood, from the thirty fifth co the fiftieth. 
5. SeneFut, old age, from fifty to ſixty. 6. De- 
crepita eA'tas, decrepit age follows, which athaſtis 
all ſwallowed up in death. 

Aetiologia 1s the cauſe or reaſon which is given 
of natural and preternatural contingencies in hu- 
mane bodies ; whence Aerilogica is part of Phyſick, 
which explains the cauſes of diſeaſes and health. -

Agrippa is one who 1s born with his feet fore- 
moſt. 

eAgrypma ſignifies watching, or a dreaming 
ſlumber which proceeds from a too great agitati- 
on , or attenſion of the animal ſpirits in the pores 
of the brain, whence it happens thar the pores are 
not permitted to cloſe and wet. ; 
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eApripnocoma, the ſame that Coma Vigil. 
Agyrta is a Mountebank, one who vends his 

Empyrical Receits to the Rabble that ſurrounds 
him. 

Aistheſis, or Sence, is either external, as ſeeing, 
hearing, ſmelling, taſt, and touch ; or mternal, as 
the common ſenſory, ( as *tis uſually called ) the 
Fancy ,the eſtimative faculty,and the memory; but 
two of them will ſerve the turn, the fancy and 
the memory ; Aistheſis or ſence, is a reception 
whereby motion from external objects being im- 

-preiied upon the ſlender ſtrings or fibres of the 

"Nerves, is communicated to the common ſenfory, 

or to the beginning of the medulla oblongata 1n the 

brain, by the mediation or continued motion of 
the amimal ſpirits in the ſame nerves. 

Aiſteterium is the common ſenſory : which Car- 
zeſius and others his Abettors make the glanduls 

mealis; but the common ſenſory ought rather to 
e placed where the Nerves of the external ſenſes 
are terminated, which is not in the glandula prine- 
alis, but(as the moſt ingenious H//is has demon- 

{trated ) about the beginning of the medulla ob- 

longata ( or top of the ſpinal marrow ) in the 

Corpus Hfriatum. 

Alz, ſignifie the ſides of the Noſe ; the little 
fins, as 1c were, of the 7ymphe, or the lips of a 
Womans private parts; the upper part of the 
ear, the Arm-pits, and the proceſs ot the bone, 
Sphenoides. | 

Alawtcides, fee Allanteides. 

Albara: vigra, ſee lepra Gracwum. Albaras al- 
$a, ee Lence. |

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Albuginea ocul;, \s a white tunic of the Eye, 
which proceeds from the pericranium,, grows 
to the tunica cornea, and leaves a hole forward 
for the opening of the Apple of the Eye : ſee zu- 
nica adnata. 

Albuginea teſts, is the membrane which im- 
mediately involves the teſticles. 

Albugo oculi, is the ſame with album oculi, the 
white of the Eye ; it ſignifiesalſo a white ſpeck in 
the tunica cornea, Which proceeds either from hu- 
mours, or a ſcar, or ulceration. 

Album oculi, is that part of the Eye, where 
the tunica adnata, and the albugmea grows to the _ 
tunica ſclerotes. 

Albumen cculi,or albugo,the ſame with album ocul:. 

Alcali, is all ſuch Salt as is exiracted from the 
aſhes of any ſubſtance by a boiled /;zxivium, or 
Lie, proper for any thing liquid as well as ſolid, 
*Tis ſaid to borrow its name from the herb Kal, 
with whoſe Salt the Egyptians, as well as we, make 
glaſs. 

Alchymia, is the ſame with Chymia. 

Alcohol, is the purer ſubſtance of any thing ſepa- 
rated from the impurer; it ſignifies alſo moſt ſub- 
til and refined duſt ; and ſometimes a moſt high- 
ly retified Spirit, in ſo much that if it be ſet on 
fire, it ſhall burn all away without any dregs or 
phlegm at the bottom. 

Alcol, the ſame with Alcohol. 

eAlcoo!, the ſame that Alcohol. 

Alembicus, or Alembicum,,is a Chymical In- 
ſtrument uſed in Stilling. It has the ſhape of an 
helmet, concave within , and convex without ; 
and towards the bottom 1s placed a beek or noſe, 
about 
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about a cubit long, by which the vapours de- 
ſcend; if they be made without a noſe, they are 
rather uſed in girculatory veſſels; they are made of 
Braſs, Pewter, or Glaſs. _ 

Alexipharmacum, is a medicine which expels poy- 
ſon,ſo that it ſhall not be hurtful to the Body; they 
are moſt commonly ſuch things as attenuate the 
Blood, that it cannot be coagulated with Poyſon 
in the Air, as Acid;. 

" Alexiterium, is a remedy Which preſerves the 
Body, thatit take not Poyſon. 

eAlpgema, Pain, is a fad troubleſome Senſation, 
impreſs'd upon-the Brain from a ſmart Vexatious 


irritation of the Nerves; it ariſes from either a 


ſenſible or inſenſible ſolution of the Continuum. 

Algematodes, the fame with Algema. 

Alhaſef, the ſame with Hydroa. 

Alkabeſt, ſignifies an univerſal Menſtruum or 
liquor,which reſolves Bodies into their firſt matter, 
ſtill preſerving the virtues of their ſeeds and eſ- 
ſential form: a thing of great fame, if of equal 
virtue, which every one eſtimates according to 
his ſacceſs in the Operation. Some take it for 
prepared Mercury, others for Tartar. 

| Aliformes proceſſus, are the prominencies of the 
Os Cuneiforme, from the fore part. 

eAlimentum, 1s a. Body fo convenient for, and 
adapt to the nature of an animal, that it may be 
digeſted by its heat and fermentation, and afſimi- 
lated into its-own nature ;_and it is either Meat 
or Drink. Upon the account of its different 
degrees, it is taken three ways by Hippocrates ; 
one is for future nouriſhment, which is/ from 
tie Mouth into the Ventricle or gomach: another 

is 
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is for' that which '«' as it were nourtdhment, and 
that is' the! arterious Blood and» animal ' Spirits, 
The third is' tr4e or proper! nouriſhment; that 
which | faftens'to- the parts; . and-at laſt is/ aſſimi- 
lated into their nature. 

Alindeſi: , is' an exercitatioh of the Body, 
wherein people firſt anointed? with Oil, . were 
wont afterwards to rowl themſelves in the-duſt. 

eAlipaſma, is a'(mall: duit; which mixt' with 
Oil is uſed to be ſoaked* into the Body to! hmder 
ſweating. 

eAlitura, is the ation' of a live Body, where- 
by the perpetual wafte of Blood:, Spirits, and: 
ſubſtance, is as continually repaired by the acceſ- 
ſion of new nutritious juice; rightly prepared'and' 
fermentated, and then ſtuck: upon the parts that 
are tobe nouriſhed. 

Allantoides, 1s the urinary'tunic, plaged betwixt 
the Ammicn and the Chorion, which by the Na- 
vel and Urathaus, (or paſlage by which the 
Urine is conveyed from the Infant in the Womb), 
receives the urine that comes out of the'Bladder. 
*Tis called likewiſe Farciminalzs, becauſe thar 
in many brutes *tis of the ſhape of a gut-pud- 
ding; but in'man and ſome other few animals, it 
1s round,and like the thin foft skin which wrappeth 
the Child in the Womb. 

eAllioticum, 1s a Medicine which by Fermen- 
tation and cleanſing alters and purifies the Blood ; 
boiled up for the moſt part of the roor of Sow- 
thiſtle, Cichory, Fennel, Endive, Lettice, &c. 

Allogotrophia, is a diſproportionate nutrition, 
when one part of the Body'is nouriſhed diſpropor- 
tionately to another. 

Alope 
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Alopecia is a ſhedding of the Hair, occaſioned 
by the Pox, or otherwiſe. So called from a Fox, 
«xd7n;, «whoſe Urine is ſaid to make places bald 
and barren for a year, as the Scholiaſt of Cal:- 
machns obſerves; or from a diſeaſe peculiar to a 
Fox. Itis called likewife, 57-«o« from the figure, 
becauſe that the parts ſmooth and deſtitute of 
Hair, look winding like a Serpent, in Greek pes, 
Its common to both theſe Diſtempers that the 
hair falls, of Areatem, by ſhedding, whence in 

general this Diſeaſe is called Area. 

eAlphzis is deſcribed by Celſzes, to be a Diſtem- 
per wherein the white colour of the skin is ſome- 
what rough, but not continued, like ſo many e- 
veral drops : Sometimes it diſperſes it ſelf wider, 
and with ſome intermiſſions. A/phus is likewiſe cal- 
led morphea ; it differs from Leuce, in that it 
penetrates not ſo deep. 

Alterantia, the ſame with Alliotica. 

eAlteratio is a depuration, or a preparation 
and expurgation of the Blood by breathing a 
Vein, or purging. 

eAlvearium is the cavity of the inward Ear, 
near the paſſage which conveys the ſound, where 
that yellow and bitter excrementitious ſtuff is 
bred. 

Alvi fluxus, the ſame with Diarrhea. 

Amalgamatio is the corroſion of metal by 
Mercury. 

Amauroſis 18 a dimnels of ſight, whether the 


object be placed near or at a diſtance ; but ſo,that 
no external fanlt appear in the Eye, if you in- 
ſpect it never ſo narrowly ; the defect confiſts in 
the obſtruction of the optick nerve ; 1t 1s called alſo 
gutta ſerena. Ambe

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Ambe is a ſuperficial jatting out of the Bones : 
alſo a Chyrurgeons Inſtrument with which dif 
jointed Bones are ſet again. 

Amblotica are Medicines Which make abortive, 
as are all diureticks. 

Amblyopia is dalnels of ſight, which is-fourfold; 
Myopia, Presbytia, Ny#alopia, and Amauroſis, of 
which in their proper place. 

Ambone, the ſame with ambe. 

Ambroſia is a folid Medicine , but prepared as 
grateful and pleaſant as can be; it ſeems to take 
its name from the meat of the gods, becauſe the 
gods-eat Ambroſia, and drink Ne#ar. 

Ambuſtio 1s a ſolution of the Continuum, cauſed 
by ſome external burning matter. which offends 
the inward thin skin always, oftentimes the out- 
ward thick skin, and ſometimes alſo the muſcles, 
veins, arteries, nerves and tendons. 

Amethodicum is that which is done without 
any methodical rational preſcription, as your Em- 
pyricks, or Quacks do. 

Amma, or Bracherium, is afort ofa girdle, uſeful 
to thoſe who are troubled with a Rupture in the 
Belly, wherewith the privy parts are cloſely con- 
netted with the Abdomen, the Ribs, and the 
Loins,leſt the inteſtines ſhould fall our.

Mouth | and 
Throat ſucks its nouriſhment: It 'is outwardly 
clothed with'the urinary membrane, and the. cho- 
r:02, Which ſomerimes 1tick ſo cloſe ta one another,

Amphemerinus is a Quotidian diſtemper. 

- eAmphibleſtruides, or the tunica retina of the 
Eye, 1s a ſoft, white, and ſlimy ſubſtance, which 
1s ſo named; becauſe that being thrown in the 
water, it reſembles a net. It ſhoots from the ve- 
ry center 'of the optick nerve ; and expanding it 
ſelf over the vitreous humour, is extended as 
far as the ligament of the Eye-lids ;: this tunic, in 


'thac it is whitiſh and of a- marrowy ſi1bſtance, 


ſeems to proceed from the -very marrowy and fi- 
brous ſubſtance of the optick nerve ; ſo that it. is 
as it were an expanſion of nervous fibres, which 
are there gathered into one bundle, into a-con- 
texture made like a net ; and indeed if the whole 
eye were taken fora flower which grows .to. the 
brain by the ſtalk, as I may call it, of the optick- 
nerve, the tunica retina would bethe very flower 
rt ſelf, and the two former. be only in the nature 
of a ſtem; They receive the ſenſible ſpecies 
Within 
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within the bed of theeye much after - the ſame 
manner as a whited wall in a darkned chamber 
receives and repreſents the viſible ſpecies which 
are intromitted through a little hole. 

Amphibranchia are places about thoſe glandules 
inthe jaws which moiſten the Aſpera Arteria, Sto- 
mach, &Cc. 

Amphideum is the top of the mouth of the 
Womb, like: the lips of a cupping-glaſs. 

eAmpbiſmela is an anatomical inſtrument, uſe- 
ful inthe diſſeCtion of bodies. 

Amulatum1s the ſame with Periamma. 

Amygdalz, the ſame with Antias and Pari{th- 
M1a. 

Amigdalatum is an artificial milk, or an emul- 
fion made of almonds, and other things. 

Ana is an equal portion of different ingredients 
in the ſame receir. 

Anabaſis \s the increaſe of diſeaſes. 

Anabatica, ſee Synochus. 

Anabrochiſmus 1s when any thing ſuperfluous 
and corrupted is taken up by the letting down of 
a band fit for thar purpoſe ; it is likewiſe a way of 
drawing outthe inverted prickling hairs of the 
eye-lids, by the help of a thread of fine filk in the 
eye of a'needle ; which when you have doubled, 
you put the hairthrough, and draw it out. 

eAnabroſisisa conſuming or walt of any part of 
the body by ſharp humours. 

Anacatharſis is a medicine that diſcharges na- 
ture by ſome of the upper parts; as any thing 
chat provokes to yomu, to ſneezing, to ſalvation, 
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eAnacollema, 1s a ſort of ointment, or dry me- 
dicine, either applied to the forehead and noſtrils 
to ſtop bleeding ; it ſignifies likewiſe a medicine 
that will breed fleſh, and conglutinate the parts. 

Anadiplofis is a frequent reduplication of Fe- 
vers. * 

Anadofis is. whatſoever tends upward in the bo- 
dy, as the diſtribution of Chyle, or a Vomit. 

eAnaiſtheſia in defeCt of ſenſation, as in paraly- 
tick and blaſted perſons. 

Analeptica are medicines which cheriſh and re- 
new the ſtrength; it ſignifies alſo a part of Hygieie 
na,o0r art of preſerving health, whereby weak per- 
ſons are recovered. 

Analgeſia ſignifies indolency, or abſence of pain 
and grief. 

«Analogia, ſee Analogiſmus. 

Analogiſmus 18 a compariſon and perception of 
cauſes that help by likeneſs. 

Analyſis is the reduction of a body into its firſt 
principles ;alſo it is an Anatomical demonſtrarti- 
on of the parts of mans body, which is perfor- 
med by inſiſting upon the parts ſeverally. 

Anamne#itice are medicines which reſtore the 
memory, as all ſpirituous things do. - 

eAnapleroſis 18 part of Chyrurgery, whereby 
that which either Nature has denied, or has by 
chance decayed, 1s reſtored by art. 

Anarrhopus is the fame with Anodoſfs. 

p61 1k Þ is a white, ſoft, yielding tumor of 
the whole outward body, or of ſome of its parts, 
which dints in by compreſſing the fleſh ; it is 
cauſed by the blood upon a double account ; firſt, 
waen it does not rightly fanguihe, or aſſimilate 

- ke 
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the Chyle ; and again, when it is not rightly ac- 
cerided in the Lungs. The blood thus perverted, 
pours forth the Serum at the extremities of the 
Arteries in greater quantity than it can receive 
and reduce by the Veins and Lymphedudts, or 
expel by the Veins and Pores, and other paſſages 
that ſend it forth. If the humours be too viſcous, 
it is called Leucophlegmatia. 

Anaſtogghiaſis is a Chymical reſolution of bo- 
dies. 

AnaFtomaſis is an effluxion of the- Blood, the 
Lympha or Chyle, at the meeting of Veſſels that 
cloſe not narrowly. Ir 1s alſo taken for the mu- 
tual opening of Veins and Arteries into one ano- 
ther, as ſome long ago dream't,though they were 
awake ; for this were to offer violence to the Laws 
of Circulation : yet it is not impoſſible neither, 
ſince Veins open into Veins, and Arteries into Ar- 
,teries; as is plain in the Spermatick Velſlels ; the 
Plex:rs Chorcides, rete mirabile, &c. 

Anaſtomotica are Medicines which open the 
Pores and Paſlages, as Purgatives, Sudoriferous 
things, and Diuretics. | 

Anataſis 18 the extention of the Body towards 
the upper parts. 

Anatica portio, See ana. 

Anatomia is a neat DilleCtion of an Animal, el- 
pecially Man, whereby the Parts are ſeverally 
diſcevered and explained, for the ufe of Phylick 
and Natural Philoſophy. 

Anatomicas is a Phyſitian that is skilful in Dil- 
ſections. 

Anatripſis is a bruiſing or Comminution of the 
Stone; of 4 Bone; 

# Amnchoralis 
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Anchoralts proceſſus, See Ancyroides. 

Anchyle is a contraction of a Joynt, or the back 
part of the Knee. 

Anchylops, the ſame that Aegizops. 

Auncon, or the top of the Elbow, is ſtrictly ta- 
ken for the backward and greater ſhooting forth 
of that Bone of the Cubit which is called Utza. 

Anconaens, See in Ancon. 

Ancyle is the contraction of the Ham. See 
Anchyle. v 

Ancyloblepharum is the growing of the Eye-lid 
to the tunica cornea, Or to the A4/bugimea, or when 
as it ſometimes happens, both the Eye lids grow 
together : this concretion ſometimes happens be- 
fore the delivery of a Child, and then *'tis the 
fault of the Birth. 

Ancyloghſſum 1s when the little ſtring under the 
Tongue 1s too {traitly tied, which cauſes difficulty 
of utterance. 

Ancyroides 1s the ſhooting forth of the Shoulder- 
bone like a beek, which is called Coracoides, An- 
choralis, and Cornicularis. 

Androgynns, or an Hermaporodite, is one who 
hath both Man and Womans Members : alſo one 
who has had his Members cur out ; alſo Effemi- 
nate. 

Aneuriſma is a dilatation or burſting of the Ar- 

' teries, always bearing, and ſwelling ſometimes to 
the bignels of an Egg, which yields, if you com- 
preſs it, but recoils preſently. 

Angima 1s an Inflamation of the Jaws or Throat, 
attended with a continual Fever, and a difficulty 
of reſpiration and ſwallowing : and it is two-fold ; 
either Spuria or Exquiſita, a baſtard or a true 

SOumwae: 
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Squincie : the Jater is again four-fold, Synanche, 
Paralynanc he, Cynanche, and Parach ynanche : of all 
which in their proper place. 

Anbhelatio, See Aſthma. 

Amt procidentia, See Procidentia ani. 

Animals facultas, the Animal Faculty, is an 
Action whereby a man exerciſes Senſe, Motion, 
and the principle funCttions of the Mind, which 
are three, Imagination, Ratiocination, and Memo- 
Ty. 

Ay purgare, to diſcharge upwards, as in a Vo- 
mit, Fe. oppoſite whereunto 1s KJ purgare, 9 
do it downwards. 

Anodynum 1s a Medicine that allays Pain. 

Anza .is Madneſs, or an extinCtion of the Ima- 
gination and Judgment. 

Anomeomeres 1s the ſame with Heterogeners ; Or 
that which conſiſts of ſeveral and ditferent Par- 
ticles. 

Anorexia \s a loathing of Meat, ariſing from 
an ill diſpoſition of the Stomach. 

Antagomsta 1s the oppoſite Situation of Muj- 
cles, as may be ſeen betwixt the Adductor and 
Abductor, that which contracts and expands the 
Arm. 

Antarthriticam 1s a Medicine againlt the Gort. 

Antaſthmatica are Medicines proper for 4ſth- 
matic people. 

Antecedens cauſa, See Proegumena. 

Antecedentia ſigna, Antecedent Signs are ſuch 
as are obſerved before a Diſeaſe, as an 1ll diſpoſi- 
tion of the Pancreatic Juice, or the Bile, is an 
Antecedent cauſe to infinite Diſeaſes. 

Antemetica are ſuch things as hinder Vomiting 
too much, © % fn + 
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Antendaxis 18 a Countre-indication, or a con- 
tradictory indication, Which forbids that to be 
uſed which the former indication ſuggeſted as 
proper :- as for inſtance, abundance of ill juice in 
blood requires Evacuation ; but then again the 
weakneſs of the Patient may forbid it. 

Antepileptica are Wedicines againlt the Falling- 
ſick ne's.* 

Anthelix 1s the Protuberance of the Ear, or 
the inward brink of the outward Far. 

Antherum 1s any thing that's florid in our Bo- 
dies. Anthera are alfo the tops in the middle of 
Flowers, which lean upon little hairy threads. 

Anthracoſis ocult 1s a ſcalie corroſive Ulcer of 
the Eye, attended with a Defluxion and fear of 
the whole Body, eſpecially about the Eyes. The 
Cauſe 15 now and then an Inflamation of the Eye 
from a Malignant Fever. 

Anthrax, Carbe, Pruna, or Carbunculzs,is defined 
to be a Tumcr that ariſes 1n ſeveral places, fur- 
rounded with hot fiery and moſt ſharp Pimples, 
accompanied with acute Pain , but without ever 
being ſuppurated ; and when it ſpreads it felf 

farther , it burns the Fleſh, throws off lobes of 
it when it 1s rotten, and leaves an Ulcer behind 
it, as if ic had been burnt in with an Iron. 

Anthypnotica are Medicines which hinder Sleep. 

Anthyſterica are Medicines good againſt the 
Fits of the 1/orber. 

Antias, 1n the Flural Antiades, Tonſille, Glan- 
Aules of the Neck, which Chyrurgeons commonly 
call Almonds, which they do not too much re- 

ſemble neither. They are two Glandules, which 
in reality make but up one Body, placed at the 
hides - 
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ſides of the Epiglettis, or cover of the Wind- 
pipe; its ſubſtance is ſimilar, and made like ſepa- 
rate Grains, juſt like Honey or Oyl, hardaed with 
cold ; but thar they ſtick cloſer together, as if they 
were joyned by a Membrane ; *tis of ſomewhat a 
yellowiſh Colour, and ſoft; it has on each ſide 
one common large oval hoſlow paſſage, which 
opens into the Mouth within the skirt, whereof 
it contains two ſomewhat big, and ſeveral leſs 
Cavities. Its uſe is to collect the ſnotty viſcous 
Matter, and to moiſten the adjacent parts there- 
with. It ſignifies alſo, the Inflamations of theſe 
parts. See Pariſthmia. 

Antiballomena are Medicines of a like ſtrength, 
which are now and then uſed in the defect of one 
another : Aporhecaries call them quid pro quo. 

Anticardium is a cavity in the Brealt above the 
region or place of the Heart. 

Anticnemium is the former part of the Leg. 

Antidotum is a Medicine againſi deadly Poy- 
ſon, 

Antinephritica are Medicines which Cure the 
Diſtempers of the Rezmns. 

Antipathia is a Contrariety and Repugnancy 
in the Body, or in Medicines : alſo a loathing and 
abhorrence of any thing without a manifeſt 
cauſe. 

Antiperiſtaſis is the ſurrounding of the Air, as 
in Hay that is cocked and made up into Ricks too 
moiſt. Hippocrates the firſt great Author of Phy- 

ſick, ſays in his Aphoriſms, "That Bodtes are hotter 
m Winter, and colder in Summer. | interpret it 
thus, 'That this does not come onely from the 
Antiperiſtaſis of the Air, but from the Nitre with 
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which the Air in Wrnter-time is impregnated ; 
eſpecially, when the North-Wind blows ; fo that 
when we come to breathe, the Sulphureous Blood 
is more fermentated and inflamed in the Lungs. 

Antipharmacum IS a Remedy againlt Poyſon 4 
or a Remedy againſt any other Diſeaſe. 

Antipleuriticum fignifies any Remedy againſt a 
Plz: riſre. 

Fntipyreuticum, Or. antipureticum, isa Medicine 
that temperates and allays too much heat in; 
Fevers, as any acides d0. 

Artiqui morbi, 0d Diſeaſes,are ſuch as from the 
fourth day continue often many Years, and there- 
fore they are called alſo inveterate. 

Antipaſes 18 a revulſion of a Diſeaſe ; that is, 

hen Humours which flow into ſome one part, 
are turned into another by the opening of a 
Vein in a remote part. 

Antiſpaſmodicum 1s a Medicine that hinders 
contractions. « 

Antiſpaſticum is a Medicine that diverts Diſtem- 
pers to other parts. 

Antitaſis 1s an oppoſtte placing of parts in the 
Body, as the Liver, and the Spleey. 

Antrum buccino/um, the ſame with Cochlea. 

Anus 1s the extremity of the inteſtinum ret{um ; 
it conſiſts of Three Muſcles, two called lewatores, 
which diſtend and open it in time of neceſſity ; 
and one called Sphint&er, which ſhuts it, and keeps 
it ſo. It 1s alſo a cavity in the Brain, which ari- 
ſes from the contact of four Truncs of the Sp;- 
nal Marrow ; ailo the Skin which goes over a 
Navel, which when wrinkled, are a fign of old 
Age. 
"Fs Aorta, 
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eAorta, or the great Arterie, is a Veſſel which 
proceeds from the left Ventric'e of the Hearr, 
confilting of four 'I'unics, a Nerweors, Glandulows, 
Muſcular, and Membrancous, Or Internal one ; it 
beats continually, and diſtributes Blood into the 
whole Body for nouriſhment. "The branches 
which creep from the Heart to the Brain, are cal- 
led Carotites : thoſe which run laterally towards 
the Arms,are called Humerarzs : as the T runc of 
it diſcends, the Branches extend themſelves to- 
wards the Bowels : and going further on to the 
Thighs and Feet, it ends. 

Apagma 1s the thruſting of a Bone or other 
part out of its proper place. 

Apanthiſmus 18 the Obliteration of a part in the 
Body, ſo that it can be nomore found ; as it of- 
ten happens to a little Arterious Pipe about the 
Hearr. 

Apathia 1s an utter want of Paſſions. 

Apepſia is when the Stomach has no Concocti- 
on, 

'Amven]z gvudle are Crude Wheals or Knobs 
in the Body, nor yet ripe. 

Aperient:a, Opening things, are thoſe which con- 
fiſting of ſharpsſmall Particles, penetrate the Bo- 
dy profoundly, and by attenuating and expelling 
the more craſs and groſs, open the Pores and 
Paſſages of the Body and its Vellels. 

Aperiſtatos 1s a hollow Ulcer. 

Aphereſis is a part of Chyrurgery ſo called ; 
which teaches to take away ſuperfluities. 

Aphonia 18 want of Voice. 

Aphoriſmzs 1s a ſhort determinative ſentence. 

Aphroaiſius moroz, the lame with Lues Veneres. 
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Aphthz are Wheals or Pimples abont the In- 
ternal parts of the Month; as alſo about the 
Ventricle and Guts, which when they come to 
be ripe, fall off by piece-meal, and are often ac- 
companied with a Fewer in thoſe of riper Years. 
In new-born Children, I believe it ariſes from ſome 
Impurities which the Maſs of Blood contracts 
in the Mothers Womb; for the Blood for want 
of Eventilation. there, being more 1mpure, pre- 
fently after the birth of the Fetvs begins to flon- 
rith and refine. Celſus's Apbrba are otherwiſe 
deſcribed ; bur, fays He, There are extream dan- 
gerous Ulcers in' Children, which the Greeks call 
"agbas, for they often kill them. I here 1s not the 
jiame danger in Men and Women. TI heſe Ulcers 
begin in the Gums, then by little and little ſpread 
over the Palate and the whole Mouth ; and then 
at laſt deſcend to the Fprg/cttis, or cover of the 
Wind-pipe, and the upper part of the 'I hroat, 
which -being once Infected, the £ hild hardly re- 
covers, . 

_ eAmnea is a ſuppreſſion of Reſpiration, either 
wholty, or at leaſt ro Senſe. 

Apochyliſma, called Syccago, Rebub, and Rob, 1s 
the boiling and thickning of any juice with Su- 
gar and Honey,into a kind of a hard conſiltence. 

Apocope 1s the curting off of a part. 

Apocruſticum 1s any thing that helps by vertue 
of binding and repelling. | 

Apodacryticum is a Medicine that provokes 
Tears. 

Apolepſes 1s the interception of Blood and Ani- 
ma! Spirits. 

Apomeli, is Oxymel, or a Decoctian of Honey 
and Vinegar, | Aponer- 
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Aponeuroſis is the end, tail, or ſtring of Muſcles ; 
it is called alſo a Tendon. Chyrurgeons take it 
falſly for a Nerve. 

Apoflegmatica , See Apophlegmatiſms. 

Apoflegmatiſmus, Commanſum, ſome Phyſicians 
call it in Barbaronus Language Ma#ticatorium ; 1t 
is a Medicine which being kept in the Mouth, and 
often alſo chewed,draws forth Pituitous Hnmors, 
which are excited at the Mouth, made of the Root 
of baſtard Pelitory, Salt, Holly, Maſtich, Wax, Cc. 
when it is uſed in this ſolid Form, it is called 
Maſticatorium : it is uſed alſo in a Liquid Form, 
and is of the Nature of a Gargariſm, made up 
of Cephalics, and attenuating Ingredients, boiled 
and prepared, 

Apophthora is an Abortion, or the Birth of a 
F#tus before its due time. 

Apophyſis, Probole, Fchphyſ#s, Proceſſus, Produttio, 
Projettura, & Protuberantia, is a part of a Bone 
that is not contiguous, as an Epiphy/es 1s, but 
continuous with the Bone, and {tretching it ſelf 
beyond a plain ſurface. 

Apopleta is the Jugular Vein, which the An- 
cients falſly called, the Soporalzs, or Sleepy Vein. 

Apoplexia, Attomtus ſtupor, S1deratio, and Mor- 
bus attonitzrs, is a profound Sleep, wherein the 
Patient being vehemently ſhaken,tofled,and prick- 
ed, yet perceives nothing, nor affords any ſign of 
Action ; accompanied with a difficulty of Reſpi- 
ration for the moſt part, and ſometimes with 
none at al] : it ariſes frequently from wi/caus Blood, 
which obſtrutts the leaſt Pores of the Brain : or 
from Blood Extravaſated about the Baſis of the 
Brain, which opprefſles and ſtraitens the Carotidal 
Arteries, Or the Brain, Apor« 
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Aporrhoe are Vapours, andSulphureous Eff. 
viams Which exhale through the pores of the bo- 
dy, and other breathing holes. 

Apoſitia 1s a loathing of Meat. 

Apoſpaſma is when the unity of Organical com- 
pounded parts is diſſolved, and thoſe things which 
were of different natures,yet naturally compacted 
together, are disjoyned by the Rupture of thoſe 
Ligaments , and little Fibrous Threads or Fll- 
ments which held them together : as when the 
Skin is ſeparated from a Membrane, a Membrane 
from a Muſcle, one Muſcle from another ; and in 
ſhort, any one part from another, which natu- 
rally adhered to tt. 

Apoſt aſis, ſee Apoſtema. 

Apoſtema, which Pliny calls Apoſtaſis, Hippocra- 
tes Metaſtaſis, and Celſzrs, Abſceſins ; is an Exul- 
ceration left after a Criſis: but Apeſtaſis, and 
Metaſtaſis ſometimes difter in this, Thar the for- 
mer is meant of an Acurate Cris, the later of 
the tranſlation of a Diſeaſe from one part to ano- 
ther. 

Apoſurma is a ſhaving away of the Skin, ar 
Bone. 

Apotherapia is a Cure, or Remedy : alſo an Ex- 
ercitation, which both Purges the Excrements, 
and ſecures from Wearinels. 

Apothermus, the ſame with Apochilyſma. 

Apozema, the Apothecaries call it a Deco&ion, 
is a Decoction of Roots, Woods, Barks, Herbs, 
Flowers, Fruits, Seeds, ©c. Which is boiled down 
commonly to 'I'welve, Fifteen, or Twenty Oun- 
ces. It iseither Purging, Looſning, Altering, or 
Drying, Cephalic ( for the Head ) Stomachic, Diu- 
retic, 
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retic, Splenetic, or Hepatic, ( good for the Liver.) 

Appetitss alimentarius, or Hunger, is a certain 
Conſtitution of the Phanhie, ariſing from the Mo- 
tion of a Nerve of the par vagum, and the Inter- 
co#tal, which for want of Nouriſhment, is moved 
inordinately in the Stomach ; whereby we are 
impelPd for Animal Spirits, to thoſe Motions of our 
Members which are moſt conducive to the pro- 
curing of Nouriſhment. Ir is occaſioned in as 
much as the Animal Spirits being any way exct- 
ted about the middle of the Brain, ſhoot thence 
towards the body of the Nerves : or it may be 
thus defin'd, apperitus alimentarivs is an incitement 
to ſeek Nouriſhment, proceeding from an acid 
Humor Which ariſes from a ferment in the Sto- 
mach, with which the Nerves being wvel/icated,they 
communicate the ſenſe of want of Nouriſhment 
to the Brain ; which want, the Brain naturally 
judges ought to be ſupplied. 

Apſychia 1s a Deliquium of the Mind. 

Aptyſtirs is want of Spittle, ſo thata Man can- 
not ſpit. 

Apyrexia 1s an intermiſſion, or cooling of Fe- 
vers : the cauſe of it is, that all the Morbific Mat- 
ter 1s ſpent in one Fit, and it intermits till new 
come,and begin to ſwell and ferment as the other. 

Aqua diftillata, diſtilled Water, is ſuch as is 
drawn out by Diſtilling, conſiſting of Watery and 
Spirituous Parts, but more of Watery. 

Aqua inter cutim, Water betwixt the Skin ; the 
ſame With Anaſarca. 

Aqualiculus, or the loweſt part of the Belly ; 
the ſame with Hypoga#trium. 


Aquezrs humor, the Watery Humor, ſee Hu- 
mores Oculi. 
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Arachnoides is the Criftalyne tunic of the Eye ; 
ſo called from its likeneſs to a Spiders Web. 

Areotica, lee Rarefacientia. 

Aranea tunica, or Criftalyna, is that which fur- 
rounds the Criftalyne humour, by reaſon of its 
light thin contexture, like the workmanſhip of a 
Spider, it has the name of Aranea. 

Arcanum Theophra#to is the Quinteſlence of a 
thing moſt highly exalted, or, as He ſays, it is the 
vertue of a thing Refined by a thouſand Exaltations. 
He boaſts of four Arcana eſpecially ; 1. The Ar- 
canum of the Firſt Matter.

* Arche 1s the beginning of a Diſeaſe. 

Archezrs is the higheſt, and exalted, and inviſible 
Spirit, which is ſeparated from Bodies, is Exalted 
and Aſcends, an hidden Vertue of Nature com- 
mon to all things; an Artiſt, a Phyſititan. Alſo 
Archiatios, or the Chief Phy/itian of Nature, which 
diſtributes to every thing, and to every Mem- 
ber its peculiar Archeus occultly by the Air. Al- 
ſo Archers the firſt in Nature, 1s a moſt occult 
quality, which produces all things from 1/a#tes, 
being onely immediately ſuſtained by the Divine 
Vertue it ſelf. 

Arcuatus Morbus, ſee I&erus. 

Ardentes febres, bu rning Fevyers, are thoſe which 
are accompanied with a great Heat and "Thirſt, 
by reaſon of a too high Exaltation of the Sulphur ; 
as in that called cauſus, and /ipiria. 

Ardor 18 a very intenſe acute Heat raiſed in our Bo- 
dies by a too high Exaltation of Sulphur or Spirits. 

Ardor wventriculi, that which we call Heart- 

| burning, 
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burning, is a particular ſort of Pain in the Sto- 
mach which at the ſame time moleſts the whole 
Gullet ; ſome call it a Fervent Heat of the Sto- 
mach ; ſome an Ebullition, and a boiling bubling 
heat of the Stomach : ; When a certain hery Pain 
is felt in the Ventricle, and the "Throat, as if it 
burnt ; it happens often to people that are in good 
Health enou gh,and that either Feeding or Faſting ; 
eſpecially when they belch, as if there were a he- 
ry ſort of Blaſt cloſely pent up, and which could 
not break out. Yet it happens ſometimes in Fe- 
wers too. It 1s cauſed by a certain efferveſcence of 
little, very ſharp b/cozrs particles, with Sulphureors, 

whence is perceived that Ebullition, or bubling 
heat of the Stomach. 

Area ; Celſus reckons two ſorts of Areas. This 
1s common to both of them, that the uppermolt 
little Skin being decayed,the hairs are firſt leflen'd, 
and ther fall off: and if the place be beat, it ſends 
forth a liquid matter of an ill favor ; both of them 
ſpread in fome {wiftly, in others lowly : that 1s 
the worſt-that makes the Skin thick, fartiſh, and 
perfectly bald : 'That which is called daenenie 
dilates it ſelf in any ſhape, it happens both in the 
Head, and in the Beard; the former 1s called, 
; laors from its reſembling. a Serpent, it begins at 
the hinder part of the Head, exceeds not the 
breadth of two fingers, ſpreads it ſelf trowatds the 
Ears in two branches, 1n ſome to the Fore-head, 
till they both joyn in the fore-part of the Head : 
the one Diſtemper is incident to any Age ; the 
other common to Infants. The former is ſcarce 
ever cured,the later often ends of his own accord. 

Arena, Gravel, is a thing bred in the body of 
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a great deal of Salt and Earth, which often grows 
up into a Stone. 

Argemon is alittle Ulcer of the Eye in that circle 
of it which is called Iris, comprehending part of 
the white and black. 

Arill:, the ſame with ac:n:. 

Aroma is any Odoriferons Spice, as Cloves, 
Cinnamon, Galangal, &-. 

eArquatus, the ſame with 1ervs. 

Arteria trachea, or Aſpera, the Wind-pipe, is a 
Cartilaginous Veſlel implanted in the Lungs, and 
conſiſting of various rings and parts : the fore- 
part of it is full of /;zgaments, and depreſled for 
the better paſſing of the Gullet ; its upper part 
is called Larynx, and the lower Bronchius : its 
uſe is for the Voice and taking in breath. 

Arteria aorta, or magna, the great Arterie, is 
a Veſſel that beats continually, faſtned to the letr 
Ventricle of the Heart : it conſiſts of four twzcs, 
and receives the Blood in the Lungs, which 1s 
ſent from the Heart, and Elaborated by the N:tre 
inthe Air, and diffuſes it through the whole Body 
tor its Nouriſhment.

Arteriotomia is an Artificial opening of an Ar- 


terie, for the Letting of Blood in an inveterate 
Head-ach, Madneſs, Falling-fickneſs, Pain and 
Inflamation in the Eyes and Ears. The Section 
is made in the: Fore-head, Temples, or behind 
the Ears : the manner of it is thus, After the /;- 
gatures made in the Arms or Neck, the Arterie is 
cut juſt as a Vein is, and when the blood is Emit- 
ted, you apply a very eAſringent Plaiſter, with 
a 
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4 Leaden Plate, to the Orifice, and then ſwathe 
it well; the Cure is performed in Seven or Nine 
days time. 

Arthritica, fee in Arthritis, 

eArthritis, or Morkus articularis, the Gout, 
exerciſes its 'T yranny about two or three, or more 
Joynts ; and it 1s defined to be a pain about the 
Toynts, proceeding from an efferwe/cence of the 
Nervous Ac:d Juice, with the fixed Salime Partrcies 
of the Blood, whence the Nerves, Tendons, Liga- 
ments, the thin Membrenes about the Bones, are 
contracted, and miſerably Tormented ; whence 
proceeds $wellings, Redneſs, hard ſandy concrett- 
ons in ſeveral parts of the Body, and other ſymp- 
toms that accompany it. It is fourfold , Chira- 
gia, the Gout in the Hands ; [ch:as, in or about 
that Bone which is connected to the Os Ilium : 
Gonagra, in the Knees ; and Podagra, in the Feet, 
almoſt an incurable Diſtemper. 

«Arthritis vaga, a Wandering Gout, is a Diſeaſe 
in the Joynts that creates pain ſometimes in one 
Limb, ſometimes in another. It proceeds from a 
double cauſe. We may ſuppoſe in this Diſeaſe a 
great many heaps,as it were, of fixed Salt thruſt 
out from the Maſs of the Blood, to be placed like 
ſo many Neits here and there about the Limbs 
and Joynts,which being treaſured up in tveral di- 
{tinct Cells,or Repoſitories, like the Spawn of Fiſh, 
or the Seed of Women; the lower recrements of 
the Nervous Juice comes afterwards,like the Man's 
Seed, and Impregnates them ; and hence from the 
mutual Eferweſcence of theſe two, the Membranes 
and Nervous Fibers being vellicated and contratted 
cauſe an extraordinary quick and acute Pain. Ir 
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1s called vaga, wandring, becanſe *tis not con- 
ſtant to one and the ſame place, as the true Gout 
IS. 

eArthrodia is the joyning of Bones, when the 
cavity that receives the Bone is in the Surface,and 
the little head or top of the Bone that is received, 
is depreſſed : as in the lower Jaw-bone, with the 
Bone of the Temples. 

Arthon is a Joynt, ot Connexion of Bones, pro- 
per for the. performing of Motion. Articul; are 
ſometimes the Knuckles of the Fingers. 

Anthropologia 1s the Doctrine of Man : which 
Batholine diſtinguiſhes into two parts : eMnatc- 
»ie, which Treats of the Bodie and its Parts ; and 
Pſucologie, Which "Treats of the Soul. 

eArthroſis, the ſame that Arrticulatio. 

eArticularis morbus, lee Arthritis. 

Articulatio is a Conjunction of Limbs for the 
performing of Motion : and it is twofold, Diar- 
throſis, or a more looſe Articulation: and Synar- 
throſis, or a cloſer. 

eArticulus, ſte Arthron. 

Artomeli is Broth made of honey and bread. 

Artus are Members growing to Cavities in 
the body, and diſtinguiſhed by Joynts. 

Aryt enoides are two Cartilages, which with others 
make up the top of the Larynx ; it is taken alſo 
for certain Muſcles of the Larynx. 

Arythmus is a Pulſe loſt to ſenſe. 

Aſs, or Aſi, 18 the leaſt piece of Money that's 
Currant, and in Weight a Pound. 

eAſaphia is a lownefſs of Voice, which proceeds 
from a looſe or ill conſtitution or contemporation 
of the Organs. | 

Aſcaris P 
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Aſcaris, Or Alcarides, ate little worms whicti 
breed in the Intcff imnm rec{t32 , and then rickle 
and trouble -it. 'I hey are bred of ſome Excre- 
ments which ſtay longer than they onght,and there 
putrehie. 

Alcites is a Dropſie or ſwelling of the Abdomen, 
and conſequently of -the Scrorize, Thighs , and 
Feet, procceding from a Serous, and fomet!yme3 
Lymphatic or Chylous Matter, like the waſh» 
ing of fleſh, collect in the cavity of tho{e parts,

Alema i a Criſis beyond hope, happening with- 
out any previous indication by f1gns. 

Aſitia 18 a loathing of Mear. 

Aſodes, fee eAjfodes. | 

Aſpera Arteria, or Trachea, 18 an Obiong Pipe; 
conſiſting of various Cartijages and Membranes, 
which begin at the Throat, or Tower part of the 
Jaws, lies upon the Guller, deicends into the 
Lungs, and 1s diſperſed by manifold Ramifications 
or Branches through their whole ſubſtance : tne 
upper part 13 called Laryzx, and the Jower Bron- 
ethers, to Which Aa/pighizrs adds a third, or loweſt, 
called by him Veſicular : It 1s ſubfervient to Speech 
and Refhiration. 

eAſphyxia is a pulſe that is ſenſibly decayed. 

eAſſodes ſhgrifies a continual Fewer, wherein 
the outward parts are moderately warin, but 
with a great heat within, an inſatiab'e drought, 
perp2tual toſſing, watching, and raving. | 

Aſthma 1s a frequent reſpiration, joyned with 
an hifling, a ſound, and a cough, eſpecially in 
rhe Night-time. "The cautes thereot are a ſharp 
and ſcorburtic blood, which too much vellicates 
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the Organs of reſpiration, and puts them into a 
meer convulſive motion, whereby the Lungs are 
puft up, and the Circulation of the Blood is 
hindred; whence ſuffocations,ſwounds,and coughs 
eaſily proceed. 

eAttragalus is the firſt and moſt principal Bone, 
which together with other little bones in the Foot, 
make up that little part of the Foot which im- 
mediately ſucceedeth the Leg in Beaſts, called the 
Paſitern. 

Aſtringentia,binding things,are thoſe which with 
the thickneſs and figure of their Particles, force 
and bind together the parts of the body. 

A ſtrologia is a reaſoning about the Vertues of 
the Stars ; not ſo neceſſary to Phyſicians, as the 
Ancients imagined. 

Aſtronomia is a naming of the Stars, or a know- 
ledge of the laws and rules of Stars and Conſtel- 
lations ; or a knowledge concerning, or about the 
Stars. 

eAtaxia is a confounding of Critical Days. 

Atecnia, the ſame with Agonia. 

Atheroma 1s a tumor contained within its own 
coat, ariſing from a pappy humour, without pain, 
not eaſily yielding to the Fingers, nor leaving 
any dint after *tis compreſled. 

Athymia is a DefeCtion or Anxiety of Mind. 

Atlas is the firſt Fertebre under the Head; 
ſo called, becauſe it ſeems to hold up the Head ; 
it wants Marrow. 

Arcmus 18 a Body ſo ſmall, that it is not capa- 
ble o being divided into leflſer parts, as are the 
Elementary Particles of Spirit, Salt, Sulphur, Wa- 
ter, and Earth, 

Atonia 
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Atonia isa faintneſs, infirmity,defett of ſtrength. 

Atra Bilis 1s a (ulphureous, and faline, eatthv; 
aduſt and black blood, which is bred in the bg: 
dy, and gathered in the Spleen; for there it iz 
volatihized, arid exalted into a ferment fit ro mix 
with the blood. 

eAtretus is one whoſe Fundament ot privy 
parts are not perforated. 

Atrophia, or Tabes, 1s when the whole body, of 
any one part of it 15 not nouriſhed. bur gradually 
withers and decays away. Tub:s 1s often takert 
only for an Ulcer in the Lungs, wheceby the whole 
body by little and little pefiſhes and decays. 

Atta, ſays Feſtus, is one who by reaſon of the 
tenderneſs of, of other detects in his Fcer, touches 
the ground, rather than treads tt. 

Attenuantia, or incidentia,are thoſe things which 
opening the Pores with their acute Partic es, .cut 
the thick and viſcous humours inthe body. 

Attonitzrs morbus, the ſame with an apop/exy 5 
Celſus takes it for Blaſting. 

Attrahentia, drawing things, are thoſe which 
opening the Pofes with their littie Particles, and 
dilating the humours, and expelling them, where 
their reſiſtance is weaker, not onely ſwell the 
parts, and make them red ; but by driving more 
yapours and htimours out of the Skin and Fleſh 
than can make their way through a thick inner 
Skin, gather them under it, and ſwell it into lit- 
tle bladders. 

Auttio is Nutrition, whereby more is reſtored 
than was loſt. 

Auditus, Heating, is a Senſe wherein ſounds 


irom the various trembling Motion of the circum 
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/mbient Air, beating the Drum of the Ear, are 
commun:cated to the common ſenſory by the au- 
ditory Ne ve, and are there felt and perceived. 

Aurme tum Febricum, Or incrementum, 18 a COM- 
putation from what time the heat of a continual 
Fever has ſeiſed upon the whole Maſs of Blood, 
till it hath arrived at the height. 

Aureus is a ſort of Weight amongſt the Ara- 
bians, of a Dram, and a Seventh part ; the ſame 
with. Denarius. 

Auricula infima, the ſame with Lobus auris. 

Auricu/a cordis , Ear of the Heart; there are 
ewo of them, the right and the left; the right 
receives the blood from the vena cava, or great 
Vein, which is carried into the right Ventricle, 
and then enters the Lungs : the left is that which 
receives the blood rightly prepared and fermen- 
ted by the Nitrous Air from the Lungs, that it 
may be diſcharged by thelefr Ventricle into the 
great Arterie, and thence be diſtributed into every 
part of the body. 

Azwurigo, the ſame with ITerus. 

/iurzs, the Ear, is the Organ of hearing, which 
13 cither External, Whole upper part-is called Pine 
1o,0r Ala; and the under Lobus, the Lobe, or Au- 
ricula infima, the loweſt part of the Ear : its Ex- 
ternal circurnference is called Helix ; the Internal, 
Anthelix, or internal ;, 1n which you may conſider 
the Drum, the tour little Bones, with the little 
Muſcles, the Concha, or Hollowneſs, the Fora- 
men Owale, the Oval hole, the Labyrinth. 

A#tomatos 1s that which moves of its own ac- 
cord, as the Motion of the Heart, the digeſtions 
and fermentations of the bowels, 

Autopyros 
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Autopyros is bread made of whole Grains, with- 
out any bran taken from it, or added to it. 'T his 
ſort of bread is preferr'd before any other, becauſe 
the Bran is cleanſing. 

Auxilium, or remedium, is Whatſoever 1s go04 
againſt a Diſeaſe by a contrary vertue; and 1t is 
three-fold, Diet, Medicine, and Chy rurgery. 

Axilla is the Arm- -pit, hairy in adult people. 

Axioma 1s a propoſition built upon the Autho- 
rity of Hippocrates, or Galcn , but of little validity, 
now that Phyſick 1s built upon Reaſon and Fx- 
Perience. 

eAxis 1s the third Vertebre from the Scull. 

Axungia 1s the fat or tallow of an Hog. 

zoth ſometimes ſignifies the Mercury of any 
Metallic body, ſometimes an Univerſal Remedy, 
as *tis thought, made of Mercury, and prepared 
with Gold and Silver ; a few years ago, it was 
famous amongſt the Vulgar, and Perſons of Qua- 
lity too ; of different colour, according to the di- 
verſity of the preparation, which was often too 
troubleſome, whence it begun to decreaſe both in 
price and repute. 

Azygos is a famous Veinabout the Heart, calfed 
ſine par, or jugo, Which reaches to the Vertebres, 
and proceeds from the Vena Cava, the great hal-

Acilli, axe called thoſe Medicines which are of 
a long, round Figure, like a. ſtick or Pillar. 
Balanzum, or Balneum, 1s properly a waſhing

commanly call Niſeſſus,and /exricupia ; and it 1s Ct- 
ther dry, or 9ift ; the dry are prepared of Aſhes, 
common Salt, Sand, filed Steel, &c. the moiſt are 
either waporons Or watery.

"The wa- 
tery, are cither ar/zficial, which are made of Phy- 
ſical DecoGtions; or Natural, which are called 
Therme Bathes, whoſe Waters are either Alumi- 
nous, Ilroniſh, Copperiſh, Nitrous, Sulphureous, 
Bituminous, Vitriolie, cc. all which Waters are 
called Acidulz. 
' Balanus, or glans, is the Nut of the Yard, co- 
vered with the Fore-skin ; allo the Clitoris of a 
Woman. Alſo all Fruits and Roots that have 
ound Heads, as a Walnut; alſo an Acorn, an 
earth-Cheſhut: alſo a Suppoſitory. 

Balneum, the ſame with Balaneum. 

Balſamus, or balſamum ;, the Word Balſame is 
aſed very difterently in the Shops. 1. It ſignifies 
a certain ſort of Perfume, of ſomewhat a thick 
Capnſiſtence,like an Ointment ; and this is its moſt 
uſual ſignification ; as for inſtance, Balſame of 
Roſes, ' ApopleCtic, and the like. 2. There are a 
fort” of Liquors diſtilled from Gum, and reſinous 
Subſtances, with ſpirit of Wine, which are anointed 
outwardly, and theſe are called Balſams too; as 
Nervous Balſame, Sciatic, &c. 9. It ſignifies a 
Liquor that is anointed into the Body, thicker than 
Oyl, and more Liquid than an Ointment. 4. Sale 
Foes funded and' melted, are called Balſame, as 
the Balſame of Salt of Jewels, © 5. There are a 
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fort of particular preparations called Balſams , 
as the balſam of Sulphur, &c. 6. and Laſtly, tome 
Gums of Trees are called Balſams. 

Bamma is a T incture, or a Liquor, wherein any 
thing is tinged or moiltned, as bread ſopt in 
broth. 

Barycoja 1s heavineſs of hearing. 

Baſilareos, ſee baſis. 

Baſilica is the inner Vein of the Arm, called 
Hepatica, the Liver vein. 

Baſilicum 1s a rich precious Medicine, that ex- 
cels all others. 

Baſioghoſſum is a pair of Mulſcies that depreſs 
the Tongue. 

Baſis is the upper part of the Heart, which is 
oppoſite to the point ; it is alſo the ground or 
foundation of the bone Hyoides, for the uſe of the 
Tongue : alſo the principal Ingredient in a pre- 
ſcription. 

Bathmis is a Cavity in the bone of the Arm 
or Shoulder, on each {ide one ; whereinto, when 
the whole hand is ſtrerched forth and bended, 
the proceſs of the undermoſt and letler of the 
two loag bones of the Cubit, enters. 

Batrach:s is a Tumor under the Tongue, which 
makes one croak like a Toad, when they ſpeak. 

Bechica are Medicines good againſt a Cough.

Benignus morbus, a favourable diſeaſe, is that 
which has no dreadful Symptoms , bur ſuch as 
are conſonant to its nature.

Bolus 18a Medicine taken inwardly, of a con- 
ſiltence ſomething thicker than Honey, and in 
quantity for one Doſe, as much as may be con- 
veniently taken at a mouthful. 

Bovina fames, the ſame with Bulimnus. 

Bathor ſignifies Pimplesin the Face, which don't 
ſpread, but are eaſily ſippnrated, and vaniſh. * It is 
beſides a general Appellation for Pimples in the 
Face, Lungs, or other parts. "The Arabians al- 
ſo call the ſmall Pox and the Mealels Bothor. 

Bracherium, the ſame with Amma. |

Yrachium, or Lacertus, is a Member that con- 
fiſts of the Arm properly ſo called, the cubir, 
and the hand. 

Brachylogia, of the ſame ſignification with Bra- 
chylogus. 

Brachylegus is one who gives his poſitive Opi- 
nion in few words. Brachylegiais a curt expreſli- 
on: as for inſtance,the Aphoriſms of Hippocrates. 
Bradypepſia is flow digeſtion, proceeding from 
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a depraved diſpoſi:ion of the Acid ferment in the 
Stomach. 

Branchus is a hoarſneſs in the Throat. 

Bregma, or Pregma, is the bone of the. Fore- 
head. 

Brochi are blubber lip'd perſons : alfo a ſort of 
Chyrurgeons cord, or ha:ter. 

Bronchocele is a Tumor inthe top, or the mid- 
dle fiſtulous part of the Wind-pipe. 

Bronchotomia,is a SeCtion of the Wind: pipe, in a 
membranous part betwixt two of the Rings ; it is 
uſed to prevent ſuffocation in people troub:ed with 
a Quinhe. 

Bronchus 1s the middie Fiſtulous part of the 
Wind- pipe, whoſe fore-part is made up of ſo ma- 
ny little Rings ; the upper part is called Larynx, 
and the under Veſicu/arzs ; it is uſed inthe voice,and 
in reſpiration. 

Bubo is the Groin, or place from the bending of 
the Thigh to the Privy-pirts: alſo a Tumor in 
the Groins, proceeding from the Pox, or Peſtilence. 
 Bubonocele is a Rupture ; when the Inteſtines 
fall into the Groin, or the outermoſt skin of the 
rag ſometimes it is taken for a Bubo or Swel- 

ing. 

Bucca is the inferior lax part of the Face, 
that may be ſiwoln or puft up, as appears in 
Trumpeters. 

Buccmator 1s the round Muſcle of the Cheeks, 
like a Circle, thin and membranous, interwoven 
with various Fibers, and inſeparably girt about 
with the Tunic of the Month. Caſſerizs has ob- 
ſerved, a certain ſtrong band that grows outward- 
ly in the Center of this Muſcle, which ſpreading

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it ſelf about the Cheek-bone,is terminated in a lit- 
tle ſlender Muſcle directly oppofite to that part 
of the Face called Bucca : it ariſes from the up- 

r Jaw-bone, and is faſtnedin the lower, at the 

oots of the Gums. Its uſe is to move the Cheeks 
with the Lips ; and ſervesas a hand to the Teeth, 
whileſt it toſſes the Meat to and fro, and throws 
it upon the Teeth, that it may be more exattly 
chawed. 

Buccula is the fleſhy part under the Chin. 

Bulimia, the ſame with Bulimus. 

Bulimiaſis, the ſame that Bulimnrs. 

Bulimus ſignifies an extraordinary Appetite,of- 
ten accompanied with a defection of Spirits : it 
proceeds ſometimes from a too ſharp Ferment 
of the Stomach, whence the Membranous Tu- 
nics and Nerves being irritated, the Animal ſeeks 
after Nouriſhment for a remedy.

Acatoria febr# \s an intermittent Fever, ( ſo 
called by the famous Sylwvims de le Boe ) ac- 
companied with a violent Purging, which is ſome- 
times griping, and very painful, extreamly afflict- 
mg, and weakning the Patient when it comes. 
. ChacbeGicrs is one that has an ill Habit of Bo- 
y. 
Cachexia is an ill Habit of Body, proceeding 
from an 111 diſpoſition of the Humours of the Bo« 
dy ; whence lingring Fevers, Conſumptions, and 
Drophies are contracted : in this Diſeaſe the Face 
1s often pale, and diſcoloured, and the Body big, 
and ſivoln: Cachexig taken in a large ſenſe is op- 
poſed 
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poſed to evitie, and as a good Habit of Body is 
common to all ſound parts, ſo an 1] one 1s pro- 
pagated by all the ill parts. Strictly, Cachex:a 
1s onely taken from an il diſpoſition of the Ha- 
bit of the Body ; and Erex:z on the contrary for 
a good diſpoſition of the Humors, or Blood, and 
Body. 

Cacochymia is the abundance of 111 Humors in 
the Blood : and it is either Ulcerous, Bilious, Pi- 
tuitous, Melancholic, Acid, Salr, or Sharp. 

Cacoethes,Chironium ulcus, or Tc!rphnun, 1s a Dil- 
eaſe or Ulcer beyond Cure, which is called Ma- 
lignant Ulcer; this happens when an Ulcer is 
callous, or ſinuous, under which there ſometimes 
lie little putrified bones that have fallen down. 

Cacophonia is an ill voice, proceeding from an 
111 conſtitution of Orgays. 

Cacotrophia is an ill Nntriment, proceeding from 
a fault in the blood ; as in a Leprofie, Ring- 
worms, Cc. 

Caducus morbus, ſee Epilepſia. 

Caſarea ſe&ic, the ſame with Hy#fertormmotecra. 

Calamrs Scriptorius 18 a certain Dilzration, about 
the fourth Ventricle of the Lrain, which is after- 
wards pointed, from which ſnape it has its Name. 

Calcaneus is the fame with Cars. 

Calchoidea' are three little bones in the Foor, 
which with others make up that part of rhe Foot 
which ſucceeds the Ancle :'and Fallopins calls 
them Cuneiformia, made hke Wedges. 

Calcinatio 1s the ſolution of a mix'd body into 
powder by fire, or any coroding things ; as Mer- 
cury, Aquafortis, Cc. 

Caldarium, the ſame with Laconicum. 

Calculns 
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Calculus the Stone, is an hard preternatural 
concretion in a Mans body, which is often bred 
in the Reins, Teſticles, and other parts, from Sa- 
line and Earthy Particles concreted together. 

Calidum innatum, fee Emphitum thermum, or 
Bulychnium. 

Callicreas, or Pancreas, 1s a conglomerated Glan- 
dule, placed under the hinder part of the Ventri- 
cle, about the length of three or four fingers in 
a Man ; it is clotted with a thin Membrane from 
the Peritonxum: it 1s terminated in Man near the 
common Duttus, or Paſſage of the Bile into the 
Gut duodenum, and diſtils a volatile inſipid fort of 
a juice : but Sy/vius de le Boe, and de Graaf affirm, 
That they have found an Acid and a ſomewhat 
Acid juice there; nay, ſometimes an auſtere and 
a {iveet one ; thence alſo they bring the Original 
of all Diſeaſes : but we muſt know,that this poſſt- 
bly was obſerved, when ſcarce one in twenty which 
they difſected was found exactly ſound. Con- 
cerning this queſtion, fee my Anat. of things, /. r. 
c. 21. Its uſe 1s, to temperate the Chyle, which 
is ſomething Acid, and the bitterneſs of the Gall 
with its Volatile Juice, that it may at laſt enter the 
Lacteals with a ſweet talte. 

Callus is a kind of felling without pain, like 
Skin contracted by roo much labour. 

Calor natiuus, lee Biolychninm. 

Calva is the Scull, alſo the upper hairy part 
of the Head, which either by Diteale, or old Age, 
grows Þald firit. 

Catvaria, the ſame with Calua. 

Cal: 1s that Baldneis which is naturally 
incident to 0d Age. 

Cal: 
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Calx isthe ſecond Bone in that part of the Foot 
which ſicceeds the Ancle, bigger and ſtronger 
than the reſt; oblong, and grows backward, that 
a man may ſtand more ſtrongly upon it, and nor 
fall ſo eaſily backward. Calx alſo is that which 
by Calcining, is either turn'd into Alcool, as 
Calx Saturni, or ar leaſt is made friable, as Harts- 
horn burnt. 

Camarium, ſee Fornix. 

Camarofis is a blow upon the Scull, whereby 
ſome part of the Bone is left ſuſpended, like an 
Arch. 

Cambium is a ſecundary humour according to 
Avicen, Which yet is reckoned amongſt the Hu- 
mours, and' its uſe was ſaid to be to nourith the 
parts: the fhrſt was called the nameleſs humour : 
the ſecond G/ew ; and the fourth, which was very 
near converted into Nonriſhment, was called 
Cambium: but theſe figments are quite Exploded 
fince we found out the Circulation of the Blood, 
by the Fibres. 

Cameratio the ſame with Camervſis. 

Capulum is the Contortion of the Eye-lids, or 
Its Hairs. | 

Canales are paſſages by which the Juices of the 
Body flow : as thoſe which ſerve for the Spittle, 
the Blue; that in the Liver, Pancreas, &c. 

Canaliculus Arterioſus, 1s a Veſſel betwixt that 
Arterions Veins of the Lungs, and the great Ar- 
tery in Fetus's; for 'tisobliterated in Adult per- 
| ſons: its uſe in F2tus's, 15, that the Blood may be 
diſcharged by this DuCtus ont of the Arterions 
Vein, into the great Artery, becauſe that the Blood 
1s not accended in their Lungs, for want of Reſpy- 
ration 11 the Womb. Cancer, 
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Cancer, ſee Carcimoma. 

Canina appetentia, ſee Cynodes ovexis. 

Canina rabies, the fame that Hydrophobia. 

Canins dentes, the fame with Cynodontes. 

Canittes 1s a hoarineſs of the Head before the 
tiſual time: it is twofold, the one is according 
to the ordinary courſe of Nature : the other is 
ill, and as Ariſtotle calls it, Diſeaſed. 

Canna major, the fame with ribra. - 

Canna minor, the ſame that Fibule os. 

Canthus, Or hircus, is the angle or corner of the 
Eye; Which is either the greater or the Internal ; 
or the leſs or External. 

Capreolus auris, fee Helix, 

Capſule artrabilarie, or Renes ſuccenturiati, are 
Glandulous Bodies placed above the Reins; their 
uſe is to receive the Watery Subſtance called 
Lympha,into their Cavities, wherewith the Blood in 
ies return from the Reins being thicker, and much 
deſtitute of Serum, may be diluted, and circulate 
more fluidly. 

Capſula cordis, ſee Pericardium. 

Capſula communis, which Gliſſon has obſerved in 
the Liver, is nothing but a Membrane which pro- 
ceeds from the Peritoneum, which includes both 
the Porus bilarius, and the, Vena porta, or great 
Vein in the Liver. 

Capſule ſeminales are the Extreme Cavities of 
the Veſſels which convey the Seed, dilated like 


little Coffers, which by two ſmall holes emit the 
Seed received from the Teſticles into the little 
ſeminary Bladders, that it may be either preſerved 
there againſt the time of Coition, or be reduced 
into the Blood by the Lymphatic Veſſels. 
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Caput mortuurm 18 that. thick dry matter which 
remains after the Diſtillation of Minerals eſpeci- 
ally : but moſt commonly it denotes that which 
remains of Vitriol. 

Caput purgium, the ſame with Errhinum. 

Carbo, lee Anthrax. 

(arbunculus, the fame with Anthrax. 

Carcinodes is a "Tumor hke a Cancer. 

Carcinoma, Carcinus or Cancer, 1s a 'I'umor that 
ariſes from a Salino-ſulphureous and ſharp Blood ; 
it is round, hard, livid, painful, at the beginning 
as big as a Pea, but afterwards *tis ſurrounded 
with great ſwelling Veins, which reſemble the Feet 
of a Crab, though not always. 

Carciuus, (ee in Carcinoma. 

Cardia is the Heart, or Principle Muſcle ordain- 
ed for the Circulating of the Blood. 

Cardiaca is a Suffocation of the Heart from a 
Polypus, or Coagulated Blood, 

Cardiacum is a Medicine which (as they for- 
merly thought ) corroborates the Heart : but it 
rather onely puts the Blood into a fine gentle Fer- 
mentation,whereby the Spirits formerly decayed, 
are repaired and invigorated, whereupon the 
| Blood by conſequence Circulates more eaſily 
and briskly. 

Cardialgia and Cardiogmos, is a gnawing or 
contraction of the Nerve called par vagum, and 
the intercoſtal implanted in the Stomach, pro- 
ceeding from a pungent vellicating Matter in the 
Ventricle ; fo that the heart being ſtraitned and 
contracted by conſent with the Stomach,occaſions 
a \wooning away. 

Cardiogmos, the ſame that Cardialgia. 

Cares 
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Caries 1s the corruption of a -bone, from the 
continual Aﬀlux of vitious humors, or from their 
Acrimony and Malignity; or from an occult 
quality: or from a bruiſe that ſome way attects 
the bone, or from ſharp Medicines. 

Caro, fleſh, is a ſimilar Fibrous part, bloody, 
ſoft, thick, together with the bones, the prop of 
the body, and what covers the Spermatic parts ; 
and it 1s five-fold, Muſculous, Fiſtulcirs or 7 ibrous, 
as 11 the Muſcles, and the Heart ; Par ncbymoes, 
as the Lungs, Liver,Spleen ; YV:ſcerous,as the Guts ; 
Glandulous, as the Pancreas, the Glandules of the 
Brealts, thoſe for Spitting, &c. Spurions, as the 
Gums, Lips, the Nut of the Yard, ©: 

Caro alſo ſignifies that ſoft pappy ſubltance of 
ſucculent Fruits which we call the P/p : as the 
Pulp or Fleſh of a Dwince, &c. 

Carotidis arteria, is either External or Internal, 
the External which ariſes near the Heart, divides 
ir ſelf into two branches, the outermoit whereof 
1s varionſly diſtributed to the Jaws, the Face, the 
top of the Head, and behind the Ears ; bur the 
other, with a ſort of Mechanical Preparation for 
its Reception, palles through rhe Os cuneiforme ; for 
Na ture has dug a peculiar Channel inboth ſides 
of it, wherein this Artery for its greater ſecurity 
is clothed with a new Adventitious and thicker 
Tunic, and there repreſenting the Figure of an 
S. it goes double out of irs Channel of bone, puts 
oft its borrowed Coat, and tends toward the 
Brain, with its charge of Blood ; aſcending there- 
fore about the Ocular Nerve, it ſpreads it ſelf 
towards the ſides, than to the foremoſt part of 
the Brain betwixt the paſlage of the Oltfactory 

E Nerves : 
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Nerves : Laſtly, it tends backward, and taking 
leave of the Brain near the Melua Oblongata, and 
the Spinal Marrow, waters it with its blood, as 
far down as the Os Sacrum. They formerly ca!- 
led this the Vertebral or Internal Avrterie, bec*1'e 
they thought it aſcended and joyned with tl'C 
Carotidal in the Brain; which yet 1s otherwiſe 
found by Experience, according to the acurate 
Dr. Willis; they are called Soporal:s, or Carotzdes; 
in as much as it they be tied, they immediately in- 
Cline the perſon to ſleep : but the Ancients miſtook 
when they aſcribed Natural Sleep to them. 

Carpia1s a Tent that is put into a Wound or 
ulcer, to cleanſe it. 

Carus 1s a Sleep, wherein the perſon attected 
being pulled, pinched, and called, fcarce ſhews 
any ſign of either hearing or teeling ; it is with- 
out a Feaver, greater than a Lethargy, and leſs 
than an Apoplexy. Ir proceeds from an obitructi- 
on, or compreſſion of the Pores and Paſlages 
which go towards the middle of the Brain, and 
are placed at leaſt in the utmoſt Extremity of 
the Corpus Calloſum. 

Carpus, commonly Brachiale, the firſt part of 
the Palm of the Hand. Heſichins calls it that 
part of the Arm which 1s betwixt the lowermoſt 
part of the Cubit, and the Hand, the Wriſt: 
It conſiſts of Eight ſmall bones, with which the 
Cubit is joyned to the hand. 

Cartilago 1s a White part, dryer and harder 
than a Ligament, and ſofter than a Bone; it is 
ſaid tobe Similar and Spermatic, bur falſly ; for 
'tis no more made of Seed, than any other parts; 
it renders Articulation more eaſie, and defends 
ſeveral 
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ſeveral parts from . injuries from abroad. 

Caruncu/e Myrtiformes, are the wrinklings of 
the Oritice of a Woman's Vagina, or Membra- 
nous 11equalities, not to te reckoned in any cer- 
tain number, which in Women with Child and 
after Child birth are ſo obliterated, that they are 
alrvugether imperceptible, there are for the moſt 
Dart tour of them. 

Carunculz oct, are Glandules placed at each 
greater corner of the Eye, which ſeparate Moitture 
for moiltning the Eyes, the ſame with "Tears,which 
afterwards by the Pun&a Lachrymalia, placed in 
the bone of the Noſe, are diſcharged into the No- 
{trils. 

(arunculz papillares are Ten little Bodies that 
are in the Reins: they are properly little bundles 
which ariſe from the centring together of a great 
many ſmall Channeis, which the Reins are in a 
great meaſure maile upof; and theſe receive the 
Serum from the litt& duc/uſes, and convey it into 
the Pebvis. 

Ca/us Uvnlz, fee 1n Con. 

Catac/ida 1s the firſt Rib, called the Subclaw/ rm. 

Catagma 1s the breaking of bones, or a ſeparari- 
"ON of the Con:innuum in tac hard parts of the bo- 
dy ; which is effetted with ſome hard Inſtrument 
forcibly impreſſgd upon the part; whole differen- 
ces are taken from the Form, the Part, and feve- 
ral accidents. 

Catalepſis, or Catochus is arfabolition of all the 
immal Functions, wherein the Reſpiration re- 
mains entire, and the Patient preſerves the ſame 
abit of body that he had betore he fel] ſick: the 
£nſe of it ſeems to confiit in the Obſtruction or 
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Anguſtation of the Corpus ſtriatum in thoſe Pores 
by which Objects are Repreſented in the brain, 
ſo that there's no perception of any Object ; butthe 
Pores, by which the Animal Spirits are Cbnveyed 
from the Brain to the Organs of Senſe,are let free 
and open. 

{ ata/otica, the ſame with Citatrizantia. 

Catamenia are Womens Courſes, which gather- 
ing every Month by the Fermentation of the blood, 
and being come to a Turgency by the Acceſſion 
of a Ferment that is in the Womb, diſcharge them- 
ſelves at their ſet-time ; - others ſay, they proceed 
from Seed bred in the Teſticles, and communis . 
cated to the blood. Some aſcribe the Courſes to 
the mations of the Moon ; bur if this were true, 
then all Women would have them at the ſame 
time. They begin ar Twelve, 'Thirteen, or Four- 
teen Years of age, and ſtop about Filty ; but this 
cannot be exactly determined: they are ſuppreſt 
in breeding-Women,and Nurſes ; yet this is not a 
rule neither. 

Catapa/ma 1s Fragrant Powder, which by rea- 
ſon of its Scent 1s ſtrewed amongſt clothes : alſo a 
fragrant Powder, which after anointing 1s appli- 
ed to the Stomach or Hearrt. 

Cataphora is the ſame with Coma; they only 
difler in this, that Cataphora is taken as the ge- 
nus to all ſorts of Stupors that are not attended 
with a Fever. 

Catapla/ma 1s a Topical Medicine of the con - 
ſiſtence of a Pultiſe ; itis uſually preſcribed two 
ways, either boiled, or without it; the former is 
more frequent, the latter of more efficacy. in 
the former, they are to take ſuch Vegetables as are 
proper, 
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proper, as Roots, Herbs, Seeds, Flowers, Frnits, 
&c. adding proper ? Meals, or omitting them ; 
all- which are boiled up in a convenient quant! ty 
of Liquor, v. g. Water, Beer, Milk, Honev, Cc. 
to the conliſtence of a Pulciſe : thelatter is prepa- 
red commonly of Vegetables ſhred ſmall with the 
Infuſion of ſo much Liquor onely as may make 
it of the former confiltence. You may add 
here Meal, crumbs of Bread, Ovles, Oyntments, 
as in the former fort of Cataplaſins roo. 

Catapotium , commonly P1:!/4/a, is a Medicine 
g1ven inwardly, Purging Pills. 

Cataptoſis 18 one Symptome of an Epllepſie ; 
when Men fall ſuddenly co the Ground. 

Cataratfa, is T'wo-fold, either b-9:mning, or a 
/uffuſion onely, or confirmed, or a CataraCt proper- 
ly fo called ; the mcipient is but a ſuffution of 
the Eye, when little C louds, Motes, and Flies ſeem 
to flie before the Eyes ; but the confirmed ( ata- 
rat,is when the Pupil of the Eye is either wholly or 
in part covered and ſhutup with a little thin Skin ;

Caulrs, or a burning Fever, 1s that whici is at- 
tended with a greater heat than other continued 
Fevers, an intolerable thirſt, and other Symptoms 
which argue an extraordinary accenſion of the 
blood : and that which formerly diſcriminates it 
from other putrid Fevers, is, that the temper of 
the blood 1s hotter, 7. e. abounds more with com- 
buſtible Sulphur ; and therefore when it begins 
to bovl, is accended in a greater meaſiir2, and 
in Its deflagration diftuſes Particles of moſt Intenſe 
Heat through the whote body ; its Motion 1s 
acute, it comes preſently to its height, IS accom - 
panied with dreadful Symproms, has a very dith- 
cult Criſis, and a dangerous Event* 

Cautcrium is a Chyrurgeons Initrument, made 
of iron, Silver, or Gold, which attcr 'tis heated, 
has .an aftual power of burning into any thing ;

Cementium 1s a Powder by whoſe means Cemen- 
tatory Calcination is performed : or as others ſay, 
it is an acute piercing Mineral - Matter, where- 
with Metals being ſtrewed are Reverberated to 
cement, and it 1s either ſimple or mixt ; and et- 
ther in form of a Powder, or a Confett:on. 

Cenchriasis a ſort of ſpreading Inflamation which 
we call Wild-fire, called Herpes Miliar:s from the 
reſembiance it bears to the Seed of the ſmall Grain 
called Miller or Hyrfe.

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Cephal ea is an obſtinate Head-ach. 

Cephalalgia is an Head-ach that proceeds from 
inremperance, or ill Confirmation of the Parts. 

Cephalartica are Medicines which purge the 
Head. 

Cephalica are Spirituous and Volatile Medicines 
uſed in the Diſtempers of the Head. Alſo the 
outermoſt Vein in the Arm is called Cephalica, 
becauſe 1t uſes to be opened in Diſeaſes of the 
Head. 

Cephalopharyng ei ſignifies the firſt pair of Muſcles 
of the upper part of the Gullet, which proceed 
from betide the Head and Neck, and are ſpread 
more largely upon the Tunic of the Gullert.

Cerebellum is the hinder part of the Brain, con- 
ſiſting, like the Brain itfelf, of an Aſhie or Barkie 
Subſtance, and a white Marrowie Subſtance, 
wherein the Animal Spirits which perform Invo- 
luntary and meer Natural Actions,are Generated, 
In Man, but not fo in Beaſts, it ſeems to conſiſt 
of a great many thin Plates that lay upon one 
another. 

Cerebrum, the Brain, is ſtrictly taken for the 
foremoſt part of the Subſtance which is within the 
Skull ; and it is a Subſtance of a peculiar fort to 
it ſelf ; outwardly it is covered with the Skin cal- 
led Pia Mater ; it is wrought with many turnings 
and windings, its Exterior Subſtance 1s Afhie, 
wherein the Animal Spirits are Generated : the 
Interiour is white, which receives the Animal 
Spirits from the former, and diſcharges them by 
the Corpus Calloſum, and the Medulla Oblongata 
into the Nerves; upon which voluntary aCtions 
do chiefly depend. Likewiſe the Brainis the ſub- 
ject of Imagination, Judgment,'Memory, and Re- 
miniſcence; for the 1423's or Species of things 
being received from the Organs of the External 
Senſes, are carried to the common Senſory, or the 
beginning of the Obloyg-marrow, and then by the 
Corpora ſtriata, and the Corpres calloſum, there the 
judgement and imagination are formed ; but the 


Seat of the Memory is ſaid to be in the Afhie 
Parkic 
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Barkie Subſtance ; and if the 1dea*safter ſome time 
chance to be called for out of the place of the 
Memory, then it 18 pro perly faid to be Remmiſcence, 
Or Remembring ; Sleep is likewiſe tranſacted in the

Ceria, the ſame with Farr.

Cerotim the ſame with Cera! um. 

Cerumina are the filth of the Ear, which ſeems 
to be ſweat out from the Cart:/ages : others think 
it comes from the Glandules which border upon 
the Ears ; ir confiſts of abundance of falr and 
adult Sulphur, which gives it its bitterneſs : 1t 1s 
good to hinder uſt, Motes, or little Animals from 
getting into the Ear. 

Chalaftica are Medicines of a moiſtning Quali- 
ty, which Relax the parts that are too hard bound 


up. 
Chalazia is a little ſwelling in the Eye lids, 


like a Hail-ſtone. 

Chalaza, every Egg has two of them, one in 
the Obruſe , and the other in the Acute end : 
tnere's more of them in the White ; yea they 
ſtick cloſer to the Yolk, and are faſtned to its 
Membrane. They are Fr omething long bodies, 
more Concrete than the White, and whiter ; knot- 
ty, have ſome ſort of Light, as Hail, whence 
they have their name: for each Chalaza confiits

Chyronia 1s a great Ulcer, and of difficult Cure, 

Chyrurgia, Chirurgery, is an Art, wherein by 
the help of our Hands or Inſtruments we endea- 
vour to Cure Diſeaſes. Or, it isa part of the Art 
Theraputic, Wherein Diſeaſes are Cured by Inci- 
ſion 
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ſion, Burning, and Setting Jovnts. Or, it is a Sci- 
ence Which teaches the manner and way of Ope- 
ration upon Living Human Bodies ; and it is five- 
fold ; tho others chuſe rather to divide it into 


Four Parts. 1. Syntheſis, a ſetting together of 


things ſeparate. 2. D:erel{s, a ſeparating of things 
chat were continued before. 9. Diorthoſis, a cor- 
recting of things ſqueezed together and contor- 
ted. 4 Exereſrs, a taking away of Superfluities. 
5. Anapleroſis, a Reſtoring of that which was De- 
ficient. 

Chirurgus , one $kilfu] in this art of Chirur- 
very.

Choledcchnus 1s the Dutirs bilariris, or paſſage of 
the Bi/e, called Cormen, Wherein the Bile from 
the 
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the Bladder that contains it,and the Du&/us in the 
Liver, is carried on to the Gut called Duodenurm. 

Cholera is a depraved motion of the Veatricle 
and the Guts, whereby the Bzl:ous Excrements 
arediſcharged in great plenty upwards and down- 
wards : the cauſe of it conlilts ſometimes in the 
very Acrimonie of the Gall, which meets and fer 
ments highly with the juice of the Pancreas, as 
ſharp and Acid as it ſelf. * 

Chondros, ſee Carti'ago. 

Chondroſyndeſmus 1s a Cartilaginous Ligament, 
or the joyning of Bones by the intervention of a 
Cartilage. 

Chorda the ſame that a Tendon, Nerve, or Gut, 
of which in their proper place. 

Chordap/as, 10 Celſus calls it, barbaroufly call:d 
Alilerere mei, by others I/haca paſſio ; by others, 
Voluulus, commonly Tens, and it is an Ejection 
of the Excrements at the Mouth only, procee- 
ding from an Obſtruction of Excrements, from 
\Wind, Inflammation, or Contortion, or Convulſi- 
on of the Guts ; when the upper part of the 1»- 
teſtines are twiſted with the lower ; or on the con- 
trary, whereupon the Periſaltic or Vermicular Mo- 
tion of the Guts, whereby the Excrements are 
Excluded, becomes Inverted.

Day, together with a ſort of Frantickneſs in the Mind, 
thar they fall together like {0 many people in Extaſies : 
an are /en/ible of little or nothing for a Tear Foge- 
ther, till next May, about wych time they percerve 
them/elyes {9 turmented with a reſtleſmeſs in their 
Limbs, that they are forced to repair to the [ame 
place again about the Feaſt of Saint Vitus,*o Dance. 

Chcrion 1s the outward Membrane, Which with 
the reſt of the Membranes and Humours, con- 
rain the Fetus in the Womb. Ir is of an Orbicu- 
lar Figure in Women, and its upper part is an- 
nexed to the Placenta, where it adheres to the 
Womb. 

( beroides 1s the folding of the Caretidal Arterie 
in the Brain, wherein 1s the Glandula Pincalis, It 
is alſo the Urea Tunica, Which makes the Apple of 
the Lye. 

Chromati/mns is the Natural Colour and Tin- 
cture ; for Exampie, of Urines, Spittle, Blood, or 
Excrements. 

Chronicus 1s a daily inveterate Diſtemper, that 
has continued above forty days, and a Quartane 
Fever, a Conſumption, an Aſthma, Drophe, cc.

Chry{oceraunius pulwyis, 1s Aurum fulminans,Wwhich 
1s prepared of Gold, diflolved in a Mens!runm, im- 
pregnated with Armoniac Salt, intuled in Oyl of 
Tartar ; the Ca/x 1s precipitated to the bottom, 
which is {weetned and dryed for uſe. 

Chus 1s a mcalure that contains tour Sextarzes, 
or two Chenices, in our Meaſure {x Pints. 

Chylificario is a Natural Action which makes 
Chyle. 
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Chylofis, the ſame with Chylificatio. 

Chylus, Chyle, is a white Juice in the Ventricle 
and ,teſtines, proceeding from a light Diſſolution 
and Fermentation of Victnals, eſpecially of their 
Sulphur and Salt,with which Edible things abound, 
and which by the Intervention of the 4ci4 Hu- 
mour in the Yextricle, becomes white: for if you 
pour an Acid upon any Liquor that is-impreg- 
nated with Sulphur and Volatile Salt, it preſently 
turns Milkie ; as is obvious in preparing Milk 
of Sulphur, or the reſinous Extracts of Vegeta- 
bles. Nay, Spirit of Harts-horn,and of Soo, aboun- 
ding with Volatile Salt, if. it be Mixt with an 
Acid or but with plain Water, grows to be of a 
Milkie Colour; at laſt the Chyle after a Com- 
mixion and Fermentation with the Ga!l, and the 
Pancreatic Fuice, either Volatile, or Acid, paſſing 
the La&#eal Veins, Cc. 1s mixed with the Blood. 
It is:called in Latin alſo Chymus. 

Chymetlon, the ſame with Pernzs. 

Chymia, or Chemia is a Reſolution of Subluna- 
ry Bodies into their Elements ; and again, a Co- 
agulation of the fame Elements into the Bodies 
which they conſtituted before, in- order to the 
preparation of Medicines more grateful, more 
healthful,and more ſafe; thereare two parts of it, 
Solution and Coagulation : by the addition of the Ar- 
abic Article *tis call'd Alchymia,or Alkymia; it is cal- 
led alſo Spagirin, Hermetica ars, ars perfetti Magiſte- 
rit, ars Segregatoria, Seperatcria, and Deſtillatoria. 

Chymeca, or Chymical:a, are Medicines which tHe 
Chymi+ts prepare, that they may be taken in a lets 
or more grateful quantity. 

Chymicis 1s one $kilful in the Art of Diffolv- 
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ing and Coagulating one skilful in Chymiſtry* 

Chymoſis, or Chemeſis, is a Diſtortion of the Eve” 
lids, by an Inflamation: alſo an tnflamation 
of the Tunica Cornea in the Eye. 

Chymus, the fare with Chyln:. 

Cicatriſantia are ſuch things as by dty ihig bind- 
ing, and contracting , _ up Ulcers with Fleſh,

which dyes it a Clayiſh Colour : it goes on furtyer 
tranſverſe under the bottom of the entree, and 
on the left hand is joyned to tic Spleen : lien 
again it is faſtned to the Jett Kidneys, where It 
winds and turns very obliquely ; and afrer that, 
deſcends in a right Line; it is commonly about 
Eight or Nine hand-breadths in length ; but the 
wideſt and largeſt Gut of all, it has a great many 
little Cells, or Cavities in it; a certain Ligament 
is twiſted with it the breadth of the middle Finger 
about its middle upwards ; ad then by reaton 
of its largeneſs it is guarded with two ſtrong Liga- 
ments, the one upwards, the other downwards, 
thatit may be faſtned to both the upper and un- 
der parrs : about the beginning it has a Valve 
that looks upwards , lelt any thing ſhould re- 
turn from the great Guts into the ſmall.

Coma > EW ha is a deep ſleep, leſs than a 
Lethargie, without a Fever, wherein the Patient 
being awaikned, anſwers to any Queltions pro- 
pounded to him, bur falls into a protound Sleep 
again, with his Mouth open, and his under-Jaw 
fallen, liker to one dead than alive. It proceeds 
from an Obſtruction of the Brain, when the Se- 
ram has invaded the -Teeument of the windings 
and foldings of the Brain, and the little ſtreaks 
of the Marrow that is included therein. It 1s the 
ſame that Cataroora. 

Coma wvigi! is a Diſeaſe wherein the Patients 
are pomtnnally inclined to Sleep, bur ſcarce can 
fleep, being atfected with a great drowzinels in 
the Head, a ſtupidity in all the Senfeg and Fa- 
culties, and manv times With a delzrim too. If 
the reaſon of theic things be demanded, we may 
ſolve them this, 1 har the Pores and Pallages of 
the Brains, whercin the Spirits move,are very much 
ſtuffed up with a thick Sup riferons Matter fron) 
the Blood, whereby the Spirits being hindred from 
their vfual Exp/o/{-u and Commerce with one ano- 
ther, ſeem ro induce a profound and almoſt 
irreſiſtable Drowzineis upon the Perſon Aﬀected ; 
but in as much as there are ſome ſharp nimble 
Particles, like ſo many Stings, intermixed with the 
Spirits, and which kegp them in perpetual Moticn, 
cherefore ſome of them itil] force their wav, and 
directly or obliquely, as they can find a paſlage, 
meet and exert ; andthis Motion,fuch as it is,con- 
fuſed and wandring, tho 1t do not perfect the com- 
pleat Exerciſe of.che Animal Function, yet eaſily 

interrupts 
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interrupts its Reſt ; ſo that perſons thus Aﬀected, 
enjoy neither perfeft day, nor perfect night, but 
live in a continual 'Twilight betwixt fleep and 
waking. , 

Comitialis morhrrs, the ſame with Epilepſia. 

C:mpoſitaare Medicines made up of many fim- 
ple Medicines ; ascertain Waters, Syrups, EleCtu- 
aries, Operates, Trochies, Ointments, Plailters, Cc. 

Conarium, Or Glandu!a pinealis,hangs in the told- 
ing of the ©Choroides in the Brain, fo called from 
the ſhape of a Cone. Ir is ſeated betwixt the two 
beds of the Optique Nerves, and the Prominences 
of the Nates. We can ſcarce believe, that this 
Glandulzz 13 the ſeat of the Soul; or that the Prin- 
cipal Faculties in a Man ariſe hence ; becauſe that 
ſeveral Animals which are in a manner wholly 
deititute of the Prime Faculties of the Soul, Ima- 
gination, Memory, Cc. yet have this Glandule 
very fair and ample: it ought therefore to be 
look'd upon rather as a Senſorze, whence the 
Nerves ariſe ; to wit, about the beginning of the 
Oblongated Marrow. Its #/e is, to receive and 
contain” the Serous Hurmurs Which are Excerned 
from the Alterious Blood, till either the Veins be- 
ing emptied, ſuck them again ; or elſe the Lym- 
phedutts (if there be any at hand ) convey them 
away. Yet the Learned F. Boyle doubts of its 
uſe, when he ſays, That it is not [0 eaſte to deter- 
mine what its uſe ts. Since I have obſerved this 
Glandulz to be always impregnated with an ap- 
parent and pretty ſharp ſaltneſs in ſeveral Brains of 
Men,Oxen,and Sheep; I cannot but imagine, that 
it ſeparates ſome Volatile Humour from the Blood, 
Analogous to a Volatile Armoniac Salt, which be- 


ing 
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ing diffuſed upon the Trunc of the Spina! Marrow, 
communicates ſome new Vigor to the Animal 
Spirits, and hinders their Coagulation. 

Concha 1s the winding Cavite of the mner pirt 
of- the Ear. 


Condenſantia, fee Incraſſantia. 
Conditum is a compoſition of Conſerves, Pow- 


ders, Spices, made up into the Form of an Ele7?:- 
arie, With a convenient quantity of Syrup: it is 
raken alſo for a Simple Medicine, ſweetned with 
Honey or Sugar ; as candid Ginger, or Helicam- 
Pane. 

Condyloma is the knitting or joyning of Joynts. 
Alſo a certain "Tumor in the lirtle skin of the 
Fundament ; an hard and Calloys Swelling, grow- 
ing from black Humors that flow thither. and 
rather troubleſome than painful : ſomerimes alſo 
It is accompanied with an Inflamation. 

Condylie are the joynts and knuckles of the Fin- 
gers, thicker thereabout the Joynts, than in other 
places. 

Confetta, Confitures, are things ( as Seeds, Al- 
monds, Cinnamon, ©. ) cruſted over with dry 
SOgar. 

Confeftio 18 a Compoſition of Powders, Gums, 
Sugar, Honey, Syrups, &c. made up into one 
Subſtance , and it is Twofold ; either dry, as 
Lozenges, &c. or moiſt, as Opiates, Preſerves, Con- 
ſerves, and all ſorts of Antidotes. 

Conformatio is an Eſſential pare of Health, or 
Sickneſs; and therefore is either good or bad ;

Diſeaſe is cauſed by another, as Reſpiration 1s hin- 
dred by a Pleuriſie ; it is likewiſe the correſpon- 
dence of different parts, by the mutual and com- 
mon Ligaments of both ; to Wit, Nerves and Ten- ' 
dons. 

Conſerva, a Conſerve, is a Compoſition of Flow: 
ers or Herbs beat together, to every pound where- 
of, if they be dry, are added three pounds of Su- 
gar ; if moiſter, two pounds, ſo that they may be 
kept ſeveral years. 

Conſolidantia are thoſe things which cleanſing 
with a moderate heat and force, by taking Cor- 
ruption out of Wounds, and preſerving the tem- 
perature of the parts, cauſe the Nonriſhment to 
be fitly applyed to the part Atected. 

Contagium, is a Poiſon , which from one Sub- 
ject is propagated to another ; which happens 
two manner of ways, either at a diſtance by the 
Air, or by ſimple Contact. 

Contemplabiles dies, ſee Critic: dies. 

Continens cauſa, is the Internal Cauſe of a Dif- 
eaſe, with the matter of it, which ariſeth elſewhere, 
which 1s ſo near a kin to the Diſeaſe, that if it be, 
the Diſeaſe 1s too ; and if it be taken away, the 
Liteaſe follows. As the Stone, which proceeds 
trom 11] Humors ariſing from ill qualities in Meats 
and Drinks, Obſtructs the Ureters. 

Contmens febris 1s a Fever that continues with- 
cut any Intermiſſion : and ir is 'T'wofold, eithar 
Primarie, 
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Primarie, or Secundarie ; the former proceeds from 
a too great Exalcation of Sulphur, as ina burning 
Fever, a Pleurifie, Quinzie, &c. the latter, which 
is alſo called Symtomatica, is cauſed by Wounds, 
Ulcers, &c. as in a Conſumption, Wounds in the 
Head, &c. 

Continua Fetris, 1s a Fever ( or Ague ) which 
1s continually troubleſome, but with ſome inter- 
miſſion : and it 1s either 2yotidian, Tertian, Quar- 
tane, or Erratic, The cauſe of its continuance 
proceeds from a too high Exaltation of Sulphur ; 
as in the former fort of Fevers : but the Paroxiſmes, 
or Fits, proceed from that equal portion of Chyle 
which1s continually added to the Blood. 

Contraindicatio is an Indication which hinders 
that to be done which the firſt Indication ſuggeſted; 
and it 1s either Contra mdicas,which hinders of it 
ſelf ; or Correpugnance, Which is Secundarily Repug- 
nant, and in Conjunction with other Ind:ications. 

Contuſio ofſis ,, a bruiſing of a Bone 1s when a 
Bone 1s fo hurt with ſome hard blunt Inſtrament, 
that outwardly it appears whole, when as inward- 
ly it is otherwiſe. 

Convu!lſio, Convulſion, is a Motion whereby the 
Nerwes or Membranes are contracted and remitted 
without the Will,as in the Falling-ſickneſs, Cramp, 
&c. of which in their proper place. 

Cophoſis, 15 a Deafneſs. 

Copos 1s a wearineſs of the Body, when the 
Muſcles, or their Fibers rather, are loaden and ob- 
ſtructed with ſuch Viſcous Humors, that they are 
rendred unfit for Motion. | 

Coprocritica are Medicines which Purge away 
the Excrements in the Guts, |

Cor, the Heart, is a Fleſhy Fibrous Subſtance, 
made up of ſeveral Muſcles and Tendons ; it has 
two Auricles or Ears, and as many Ventricles ; 
the Vena Cava, or Great Vein, is faſtned to the 
right Auricle, and the Pulmonarie Vein to the left ; 
the Pulmonarie Arterie is joyned to the Right Ven- 
tricle, and the great Artere to the leftMr is clothed 
with a lictle Membraneous Bag, called the Pericar- 
dium, Wherewith it is joyned to the Mediaſtinum, 
and the Diaphragme ; its Baſis is upwards, and 
Point downwards, and is placed in the middle of 
the Cheſt, amongſt the Lobes of the Lungs. Its 
uſe is onely to receive and diſperſe the Blood to all 
parts in the Body; though others place I know 
not what Flame, others a Ferment in its Ventricles, 
which are all Fables, and no way conſonant to 
Reaſon , as we have ſufficiently Evinced in our 
Tract, concerning The'Circulation of the Blood. 

Coracohyoides, are Muſcles Which proceed from 
the Proceſs of the Shoulder-bone, called Coracor- 
des, and go on as far as the Bone Heordes: their 
uſe is to move obliquely downwards. 

Coracoides 18 the Proceſs of the Shoulder-blade 
in form of a Beek. | 

Cordialia are Medicines which are commonly 
thought to ſtrengthen the Heart : bur they onely 
put the Blood into a fine gentle Fermentation, 
which Corroborates and Facilitates the Motion of 
the Hearr. 

Cornea oculi tunica, Which 1s alſo called Sclerc- 
tes, and Dura, the hard Tunic, proceeds from a 
Skin in the Brain called Dura Memix ; it 1s pellu- 
cide forwardly, that it may tranſmit the viſible 
S»ccies ; its fides are covered with the Alugme- 
OHS 
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ons tunic ; inwardly it contains the Aqueons Hu. 
mour. 

Cornicularis proceſſus, fee Ancyroides. 

Cornua uteri, are twolateral parts of the Womb 
in ſome Bruits, as Cows, Harts, Sheep, Goats, Cc. 
yet ſome Authors have attributed the ſame parts 
roa WomMs Womb, from ſomething which imi- 
tates them there ; for at the ſides of the bottom 
of the Womb, there is a ſort of Protyberance on 
both ſides, where the Vaſa deferentia are inſerted : 
a Womans Womb is rarely biparrzte, as It 1s 'n 
Bruits. | 

(oronalis ſutura, is a Cleft in the Head, made 
like a Comb, and joynes as if the Teeth of two 
Saws were cloſely compacted into one another ;

cularly called Bregma, in the middle whereot the 
Suture , {tiled Sagitalis, 15 terminated. 

Coronaria vaſa arethe Veins and Arteries Which 
ſurround the Heart, to Nourtth it. 

(orone 1s an Acute Proceſs of the lower Jaw- 
bone, from its likeneſs to the Beek of a Raven, 
called Roſtriforms, in form of a Beek. 

Corpus Calloſum 1s the Marrowie part of the 
Brain, whoſe Complication makes the foremoft 
Ventricle of the Brain ; and it is wholly Marrowie, 
without any Afembrane, and is faſtened on both 
ſides to the little 'I'ufis of the Oblongated Marrow ; 
trom which, as from its riſe , this MMedullarie Sub- 
{fance which overſpreads the Arches of the Brain 
is expanded towards the hinder parts, and gradn- 
ally diminiſhes ; at length che Exteriour Edge of 
this 
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this Expanded Subſtance is more narrowly con- 
wrated,. and lower down is joyned to the Trunc 
of the Ovlongated Marrow, by the connexion of 
Membranes and Veſſels : and farther, that the Con- 
nexion may be firmer, there ariſes a Medullary

Corrodentia, Corroding things, are thoſe which 
eat up and conſume Excreſcent Fleſh, with their 
ſharp Particles. 

Corticalis ſubsFantia rerebri, 18 the outward Sub- 
ſtance of the Brain, full of Labyrmths, and Mean- 
ders in the outſide; it is covered with a thin skin, 
It is of an Aſh griflie Colour, and full of little 
Vellels: inwardly the Medr!lary Subſtance is next 
to it. Its uſe is to generate Animal Spirits from 
the Blood, and hence they are conveyed by the

Cerypoe 15 the Crovin of the tiead ; al iſo the

Coryza, Or gravedo, 18a defluction of a ſharp, 
falt,and thickned Humour,into the Mouth, Lungs, 
and Noftrils, from the Yentricles of the Brain, by 
the Nerves of ſmelling; for when it grows thick, 
it can neither be 7ercolated by the Reins, nor pals 
from the Pitutarie G/andule, thorough the Infindi- 
bulum into the Veins, and therefore it Diſtills into 
the Noſftrils by the aforeſaid Nerves, Which if it 
meet with an Accenſion of Sulphureorzs Particles, 
it produces a Fever, and conſequently thirſt. 
Hence comes that Coryzzs, either with or without 
a Fever. 

Co/meticaare Medicines which whiten and ſoften 
the Skin, as Oyl of Tartar, adiflolution of Subli- 
mated Mercury, Sulphur, Camphor, &<c. 

Coſte, the Ribs, are thoſe Bones which with 
other parts make the Cheſt or Thorax : backward 
they are connexed with the Yerrebres of the Back, 
forward with the Cart:lages of the Breaſt-bone ; 
they are Twelve in Number on both ſides ; the 
ſeven upper are called 7rue, the five lower /purions, 
the broader part of the Ribs is called Pa/mrula, the 
ſtraiter towards the Yertebres, Remulas. 

Cotyla attica, 18 Nine Ounces, as an Italian He- 
mina ; but Curyla hralica contains Twelve. 

Cotyle,the ſame with Acetabulum,1s the Cavitie of 
the Huckle-bone, which is appointed to receive the 
head of the.

Cotyledones, or Acetabu'a uterina, are Glandules 
diſperſed 1p and down the uttermoſt Membrane 
of the Fetns, called Chorwn ; Which ſeparate Nu- 
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zritious juice from the Womb to nouriſh the F#- 
rus ; but this is found onely in ſome Animals : the 
Placenta in the Womb ſupplies their place in Wa- 
men. Alfo the gaping meetings of the Veins in 
the Womb, are called Cotylidones, and Acetabula ; 
theſe Glandules are fo called, from the reſem- 
blance they bear to the Leaves of the Herb Pen- 
nywort, in Latin Cotyledon, 

| Coxe os, the Hyp-bone, called otherwiſe 1z- 
nominatum, and illium coxendix, becauſe it contains 
the Gut called zleum ; it 1s annexed to the ſides of 
the Os Sacrum ; in Infants it conſiſts of Three Bones, 
Ilium, Tſchinm, and Os pubis, Which are joyned to- 
gether by Cartilages till Seven Years of Age, then 
it is diſtinguiſhed by a Triple Line; it grows in- 
to one continued Bone m Adult perſons. 

Coxendix, the ſame with Coxa and T/chinm. 

Crama, Cromay and Chrama, 1s a mixture of any 
thing, whether Medicines or Elements. 

Cranium 18 the compages of the Bones of the 
Head,to which belong the Bones of the Fore-head, 
of the ſides of the Head, of the hinder: part of the 
Head, of the "Temples, the Bone called Sphenor- 
des, and another called Cribriforme like a Sieve : 
it is like a Kpaves -an Helmet to the Head, which 
defends it from External Injuries ; its upper parc 
1s double : ſome call it Calva and Calyaria, See 
Calya. - 

Crapula is an Head-ach proceeding from tog 
much Wine. | | 

Crafis, Or temper amentrum, IS a convenient Mix» 
tion of qualities ; temperament is either Simple, op 
Compound ; Simple, is when onely one quality £Xy 
ceeds the reſt, as hot, cold, moiſt, dry, lt, harp, 
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Ge. Compound, is when more qualities exceed, as 
hot and dry, hot and bitter, ſalt and ſharp, acid 
and frigid, acid and acrimonious, and allo one is 
inherent, Which is fixed in the parts ; another n- 
ucnt, Which is derived upon the parts, from the 
Flood and Spirits ; and it 1s either moderate, Or 19- 
moderate; total,or partial; natural or acquired ; per- 
mancnt Or tranſitorie, to an equality in weight, Or a 
juft proportion ; and lo they make a great many 
diſtinctions, which ſhgnihie little or nothing. 

Craticula is a Chymical Inſtrument made of 
ſquare pieces of Iron, as thick as ones Finger, 
placed ſo near one another in Acute Angles, that 
there's half a Fingers ſpace betwixt them ; it is uſed 
in making of Fires, to keepup the Coles. 

Cremaſteres, are two Mulcles of the Teſticles, 
called {uſpenſores, hangers; they grow outwardly 
to the Membrane of the vagiza, and proceed in 
men from the Ligament which is in the os pubzs ; 
and are faſt connexed to the lower part of the 
Teſticles. 

Cribroſum os, ſee Ethmoides. 

Cribrum benedifttum antiquorum, the Ancients 
fancied 'T'wo Cavities placed Ilong-ways in the 
Reins ; one uppermoſt, whereinto the Serous Blood 
was poured from the Emulgent Arteries ; another 
lowermoſt, which they fancied was diſtinguiſhed 
with a certain Tranſverſe Membrane full of little 
holes bike a Steve ; whence they called it Colatorinm, 
a Strainer,and Benedi&um Crivrum,a bleſled Sieve, 
through which they would have the Serum Per- 
colated into the Urerers, and the good Blood ſtay 
behind for the nouriſhment of the Reins. 


Cricoaryt anodes axe Muſcles which proceed 
from 
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from the Cargilage, called Cricoides. and are in: 
{erted into the Aryt anoides, which whilit they drav? 
back-ward and outwardly, the opening of the La» 
rynx is Dilated. 

Cricoides is the Cartilage of the Larynxor Vind- 
pipe, which is in faſhion of a Ring. 

Cricothyroides ſignifies a pair of Muſcles, which 
proceed from the Cartilage like a Ring, and are 
terminated in that which 1s called Scut:c: 2115, OT 
like a Shield ; they Dilate the openin g of the 
Larynx by moving a little obliquely. 

Crimnoides, Or "Cramm des, 18 Urine with taick 
Sediments at the bottom, like Bran. 

Crifima are Signs by which one may dicern 
and judge. 

Criſis is a ſudden Change 1n a Diſeaſe, cither 
towards a Recovery, or Death. It ſometimes tig- 
nifies a Secretion of Humors ; but is more frequent- 
ly taken for a Judgment paſſed upon a Diteaſe 
One Cr1/is 1s called perfect, another ;wperfeet ; the 

perfect 1s that which frees the Pat! ent perfectly 
Go entirely from the DOgET; and it 1s either 
Salutary, or deadly. It muſt be judged by ve- 
ry good Signs. 2. Be manifeſt. 9g. Happen 
upon a Critical Day. 4. Be faithful. 5. Sccure, 
6. Suitable to the Diſeaſe, and the Diltemper of 
the Patient. An imperfect Criſis, 1s that which does 
not clearly determine the "Tendency of the Dif- 
eaſe, but leaves room for another Cr:/is : and this 
is T'wo-fold, either for the better, or for the worſe : 
the formeris that which does not quite take away 
the Diſeaſe, but enables the Partienc to bear it bet- 
ter : the latter, i is when the Diſeaſe becomes more 
violent and dangerous. That Cr:/es depend up- 
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on the Motion and Influence of the Moon, and 
Stars, and follow their Quadrate and oppotite Af- 
pects, or their ConjunCtions, is falſe and frivo- 
lous; for Critical Evacuations are determined only 
according to the ſtore and turgeicencie of Aduſt 
Matter, which is Expelled the Body ſooner or la- 
ter, according to the difterent Temperament of the 
Perſons Alfetted : whereupon depends the variety 
of Critical days. 

Criſt are Fxcreſcencies of Fleſh growing 
bo ut the Fundament, from a prepoſterous uſe of 
Coition, the Roots whereof are olten Chapt, and 
Cleft.

becauſe thar the Cyr///s which happen on theſe 
days have all the marks of a perfect Cri/is : and 
theſe are the Seventh, the Fourteenth, and the 
Twenty-firſt Day. Tadices which are catled allo 
Centemplabiles, and internucu, are thoie which 
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Indicate,that the Cr://s will be on the Seventh dav * 
and theſe are "Three : the Fourth, the Elevenths 
and Seventeenth Lay. Intercidentes, which are 
called alſo I» rercalares, irrepentes, Or provecatorit, 
are thoſe which fal] berwixt the days called Prin- 
cipes & Indices, and they onety aim at an 1mPper- 
fe Cri/is,and are the Third, the Fifth, the Ninth, 
the T hirteenth. and the Nineteenth ; but a!l other 
Days which are nelther 1ac:per, nor Indices, NOT 
Intercidentes, are called Vacui, and Medicinales , 
and they are the Sixth, the Eighth, r tne Tenth, the 
Twelfth, the Sixteenth, and the Eighteenth.

Others are concomita nt , which ap- 
pear at the {ame time with the Cri/7s. And others, 

Laſtly, are Sub/equenr, which ſhew, whether an 
imperfect Recovery be to be expected ; or there 
be fear of a Relapſe. 

Crotephites are the Muſcles, Veins, and Arteries 
about the Temples.

Crus, or Magnrs pes, is all that part of the Body 
which reaches from the Buttocks down tothe end 
of the Toes ; 1t 1s divided into the Thigh, Leg, 
and Foot. 

Cruſta lafea 1s a ſpecies of Achor , a Scurf, or 

cruſtie Scab: onely with this difference, that an 
Achi# Infefts onely the Head ; bur this, not onely 
the Face, but almoſt the whole Body of an Infant 
at the time of 1ts firft Sucking. Cru#ta Latlea 
ur! 1s white, but Achors have another colour. 

Crymodes is a cold ſhivering Fever, but many 
times accompanied with an Inflamation of the 
inner parts. 

' Cryforchis 1s an abſconding of the 'Teſticles in 
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Cryſtalinus humor oculi, called alfo Glacialz, the 
Cryſtaline humor of the Eye, within the opening 
of the Timica Uvea, like a Glaſs put over a hole, 
colleCts and refringes the Rays which ſtrike npon 
it from all parts; its Subſtance is like Glne, or 
the Gum of a "Tree, very pellncide, and of a con- 
ſiſtence like melting Wax , which thongh it be 
preſſed, does not yet eafily yield and ſeparate. 
In Men it is ſhaped like a Lintel, whoſe outward 
Surface is pretty plain, but the inner gibbous and 
riſing : this Humor, though it be not apt to 
ſpread abroad, vet 1s cloathed with a ſmall Mem- 
brane of its own, called Aranea, by reaſon of its 
thinneſs, like to a Spiders Web. 

Cryftalloides trinica, the ſame with Aranea Tus 
NCA. 

Cubiforme, ſee Cuboides. 

Cubitus, the middle part betwixt the Shoulder- 
bone and the Wreit ; it conſiſts of two Pones, 
one called Ul»a, and the other Radirrs: the ends 
whereof meet indeed, but the middle parts are 
ſeparate, though they be ticd together a little by 
a Membranous Ligament. 

Cuboides is the Fourth bone in that part of the 
Foot which immediately ſucceeds the Leg, and 
that in both Feet. It is called alſo Grandino/um, 
and Cubiforme. 

 Cucupha 1s a Cover for he Head, made of Odo- 
riferous and Cephalic Spices beat to Powder, and 
ſticched betwixt two pieces of Silk ; or elle, tow- 
ed within a Cap, and worn upon the Head againſt 
Catarrhs, and other Dileaſes of the Head. 

Cucurbita is a Chymical pointed Vellel made 
of Earth or Glaſs, uſed in Diſtillations by an Alems 
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lic: ſometimes it is taken for Cucurbitua. 

_ Cucurbitini lumbrici are broad Worms, . like 
the ſeed of a Gourd. 

Cucurbitulaz; or Cucurbita, a Cupping-glals, 1s 
4 wide, hollow Veſſel, made of Glaſs or Tin, 
which is applyed to the Body with Scarrification, 
br without it, to divert, to derive the Blood into 
another part, or to let it out ; if it be applyed 
without Scarrification, it 1s called Cucrrbita caca 
& wventoſa. Cupping-glafles are applied to the 
moſt fleſhy parts, where the large Veſlels and 
Nerves cannot be hurt. "The drawing which is 

erformed by theie Glaſſes, is done thus : after the 
kin is ſcarrified, the Air in the Cupping-glafles is 
rarified, and dilated by the flame of the Towe 
that is fired within it, which after it 1s cooled and 
condenſed, takes up leſs room than before; fo 
that the External Air preſſing upon the Fleſh 
withour, forces the Blood into the Glaſs. There 
are two ſorts of Cupping-glaſles, fays Cel/zzs, one 
of Braſs, and the other of Horn : the former 1s 
Open on one part, and ſhur on the other ; the lat- 
ter is equally open on one part, on the other has 
2 little hole : burning Towe is thrown into the 
Brazen one, and ſo its mouth is applyed , and 
forced upon the Body till it ſtick. . "That of Horn, 
is applyed ſingly by it felf, and by a violent ſuck- 
ing at the little hole , which muſt preſently be 
itopt up cloſe With Wag, it ſticks as faſt as the 
other : buc it other things fail, then a little Cup 
or Goblet with a ſtrair mouth may be very fitly 
applyed to the ſame EffeCt ; after it lias ſtuck, if 
the Skin be ſcarrified before with a Pen-knife, it 
firaws gut the Blood ; if it be whole and entire, it 
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draws out the Flatnlent Matter; therefore where 
the matter within is hurtful and offenſive, it muſt 
be applyed the former way; where there's an 
Inflamation, the latter. The «4 gyptians at this 
day ufe thoſe of Horn ; as appear from Iroſper 
Alpinus. 

Cuneiforme 0s 1s {o called from the reſemblance 
they ſay it has to a W edge; in Latin Cuners ; 
the Ancients called it Multiforme, of many Shapes, 
by reaſon of the various Proceſles inſide and out- 
nde, which render it rough and unequal : it js fitu- 
ate in the midit of the Baſis of the Brain, and 1s 
placed under it like a Baſis, ſo that it touches up- 
on moſt of the Pones of the Head, and the upper 
Jaw. 

Cuneiformia ofſa, are thoſe bones which make the 
Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh bone of that part of the 
Foot which immediately ſucceeds the Leg : which 
+ wa calls Sphenoidea, Innominata, and Calco-

Cuticula the little thin skin, is a cover of the 
Skin without ſenſe, extended outwardly over the 
whole skin like a Membrane, full of Innumerable 
Imall Pores, accommodated to the avoiding of 
Iryuries irom abroad, to the ſhutting up of the 
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Cutanens Veſſels, and to the more Acurate Per- 
feting of Tactile Qualities : It 1s nouriſhed by 
the Blood ; for if it be loſt or periſhed, it comes 
again, though its Veſſels be but little conſpicuous. 
It is not condenſed by Cold ; for I have often ſhown 
it in Abortions; nor is it condenſed by Oily Va- 
pours, becauſe that condenſed Vapours eaſily ſlide 
off again. 

Cutis is the skin in a living Man: but Pellis, 
is that which is flead oft, and it 1s the outermoſt 
cover of the whole Body, or a pretty thick Mem- 
brane wrought of ſeveral Filaments of the Veins 
and Arteries, Nerves, and Nervous Fibres, Com- 
plicated and Interwoven with one another, full of 
Glandules, and Limphedudcts, or Velleis that con- 
vey away the Vapours and Swet, abounding with 
a great number of YVorcs here and there, and fen- 
ſibly Perforated in many places to let in and our, 
as occaſion requires, as at the Mouth, Noſtrils, 
Eyes, Ears, Privities, Fundament, ©. 1t is thickeſt 
of all upon the Head ; moderately hard in the 
Neck and Back; finer in the Face, Yard,and outer 
$kin of the Cod ; thin on the ſides ; thinneſt of all 
on the Lips; in ſome places, as the Elbow, Fore- 
head, ſoles of the Feet , ©. it ſticks very cloſe 
together. 

Cyathus, we Engliſh it properly a Beeker, is a 
Meaſure of Dry things as well as Liquids ; not 
as ſome think, a common ſort of Cupf bur the 
Eighth part of a Sextarie. 

Cycliſci, are Surgeons Tools wherewith they 
ſcrape away Corrupt Fleſh, or the like; made 
in the form of an Half Moon.

Cylluam ſignifies a Leg put out of joynt out- 
wardly.

Cymbiferine os, (&C cs Nawticulare. 

Cynanche and Lycanche, 1o called, becauſe it 
is frequently incident to Dogs and Wolves, is an 
Inflamation of the inner Muſcles of the Larynx, 
accompanied with a difficulty of breathing, and 
a continual Fever. 

Cynantrepia is Madneſs given by a Dog, where- 
inthe Patient flies light,and any thing that is bright 
and ſplendid ; fears Water, and trembles at the 
ſight and remembrance of it ; it proceeds uſually 
from a poylonous bite, or the like, of ſome mad 
Creature, as a Dog, a Wolf, Cc. 

Cynodes O7eX1S, is a Canine Appetite, or an Ex- 
treme hunger joyned with Vomiting, or a Looſe- 
neſs : it ariſes from too much , or a too Acid 
Ferment in the Stomach. 

Cynodeſmus 1s the band which ties the little skin 
of the Yard to the Nut. 

Cynodontes are thoſe Teeth betwixt the Axel 
Teeth and the Grinders, called Canm:i, Columel- 
/ares, and Oculares, Eye-Teeth, as we ſay.

Decuſſorium is a Chyrurgeons Inſtrument where- 
with the Durs Mater being highly preſled, is acu- 
rately adjoyned to the Scull, that the puſs or ſnot- 
tie Matter gathered betwixt the Scull and the Skin 
called Dura Menix, or Mater, may be Evacnated 
by a hole made with a Chyrurgeon's inſtrument 
called Trepanum.

Deleterium 1s any Poylonous Medicine. 

Deligatio 18a part of Chyrurgery that concerns 
the binding up of Wounds, Ulcers, broken Bones, 
©c. and it is either Simple or Compound. The 
Simple 1s either equal or unequal : the equal is 
onely round, which ſwathes the afteted Member 
without any Declention to either ſide : the une- 
qual 1s divided into Aſcia and Sima, which at leaſt 
ditter upon the account of one being greater, and 
che other lefs ; Aſcis declines little from a round, 

but 
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but Sima much. There are a great many diſtinCti- 
ons of Swathing, taken from the likeneſs of the 
parts which are ſwathed, or from certain Animals 
and other things.

Deliquium chymicum , is a Diſtillation by the 
force of Fire: or a melting of the Cal/x which 1s 
ſuſpended in moiſt Cells, and a Reſolution of it 
into a Lixivious Humour. 

Deltoides is a Triangular Muſcle, like the Greek 
A, it proceeds from the Channel Bone , from 
the upper Proceſs of the Shoulder-blade, and 
from the Proceſs of the ſame, which 1s called 
Spiniforme , or ike a Thorn; and being faſtned 
to the middle ſtrong Tendon of the Shoulder, 
lifts up the Shoulder it ſelf. 

Denarius 1s the Seventh part of an Ounce.

Dentes the Teeth, are little bones of both Jaws 
faſtned one within another like ſo many Nails. 
Men are ſaid to have Thirty, and Women 'Twen- 
ty eight ; as far as they appear above the Gums 
there's no Membrane about them; they grow 
continually, otherwiſe they would be worn . out 
by daily grinding, they are not onely provided 
with Veins and Arteries, but with Nerves too ; 
as the great pains which they are ſubject to, ma- 
niteſtly evince. 

Dentiducum, fee Forfex. 

Dentijricum 18 a Medicine for whitening, {cou- 
ring, and faſtning the Teeth, and for ſtrengthning 
the Gums.

Deſtillatio 18 an Extraction of the moiſt or 
unctuous parts, which are. rariftied into Miit, or 
Smoak as it were, by the force of Fire. Dittilla- 
tion is performed by a Bladder, by the Chymi- 
cal Inſtrument called Cxcurb:ta, ( before deſcribed) 
by a Retort, by Deliquium, by Filtre, by Deſcent ; 
&c. and that either in Balneo Marie, Sand, Va- 
pours, Dung, the Sun, a Rewverberatorie, Cc. 

Detergentia, ſee Abſtergentia. 

Denteropathia is a Diſeaſe that proceeds from 
another Diſeaſe ; for Example, If the Head-ach 
from the Diſtemper of another part, the Morbi- 
fic Matter being tranſlated thither from its for- 
mer Repolitorie. 

Diabetes, 10 Galen calls it, and Agineta dipſacus, 
from the great Thirſt that attends it : and as 
others will have it, from a certain fort of Serpent 
called Dipſacus, found eſpecially in Lybia, which 
Poyſons with its bite, and brings an unquencha- 
ble Thirſt upon the perſon Aﬀected. It is a rare 
Diſtemper, which Galen ſays, he has ſeen but twice. 
The Famous Doctor F. Van Dueren, and I, obſer- 
yed 
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ved it once ih a Reverend Paſtor of the Charch ; 
and it is too great a Fuſion of the Blood, where- 
upon the Serum, joyned With a violent Thirſt, 
paſſes the Reins, and is Excerned in great quan- 
tity by the paſſages of the Urine; it- proceeds 
ordinarily from a too much exalted , or a too 
Acid Ferment in the Reins. 

Diakbroſis is a ſolution of the Continnum, by eat- 
ing out of parts. 

Diacliſma is a waſhing of the Mouth to cleanſe 
it, or to ſtrengthen the Teeth or Gums ; the 
Waſhes are made of ſeveral Aitringents, as ofthe 
Herbs Britannica, Tormentil, bark of Pompranates, 
Galls, Allum, Flores, or Bloſſoms of wild Pomgra- 
nates, (Fc. 

Diacopregia is a Medicine made of Goats-dung, 
againſt Tumors in the Spleen, and Glandules be- 
hind the Ears, called Parotides. 

Diacrifis is a diſtintion and dijudication of Di/- 
eaſes and Symptomes. 

Diacritica, fee Diacriſis. 

Diadoche 18 a ſucceeding by a Criſis. 

Diadoſis1s adiſtribution of Nouriſhment through 
all the parts. 

| Dizrefis 18 an Eating out, or conſuming of Ve{: 
ſels, as Senertus ſays, when from ſome cutting 
corroding Cauſe, ſome ways and paflages are 
made which naturally ought not to have been ; or 
when ſome which really are, yet are dilated more 
than ordinary, 1o that the Humours which ought 
to have been contained in the Veſle's, run our. 
For firit, a Direſis may be occaſioned by ſharp 
Humors which dillolve the Unity, and cut away ; 
which likewiſe ſharp Medicines will do, if they 
confiit 
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conſiſt of thick parts ; for thoſe of Minute patts 
are not Corrofive, becanſe they ſtick not long 
enongh. Again, plenty of Humours may occafi- 
on a Diereſis, by dilteridifig and burſting the parts. 
Thirdly, There are ſevetal Evident cauſes of 4 
Dizreſis ; t6 wit, all thoſe wHith by Contuſioty &rrd 
Stretching, do break the Unity of the Veſſels ; ſtrett 
as are Vehement Motion, Noiſe, great Weight, 
things that Wound, that Bruiſe, a Fall, a Leap, and 
the like ; amongſt which, you may reckon Wind, 
Which being long pent up, does fometimes fo for= 
cibly diſtend the parts of the Fody, that ir does 
not onely Dilate the natural Cavities which con- 
tain it, but make new, when it breaks onr, and 
diſſolves the Unity of the parts alſo; a Chyrur- 
gical Operation, which either by Incifton, Burn« 
ing, Perforating, Shaving , Filing , Sawing , of 
Eating, ſolves the Continuity of parts. 

Dizta, Diet, is a method in ſound Perſons of 
living moderately ; in Sick, a Remedy conſiſting 
in the right uſe of things neceſſary to life ; and 
upon that account is either of a thick, moderate, 
or thin conſiſtence: the firſt is done by a good 
quantity of firm ſolid Meats, and fuch as afford 
good nouriſhment ; this ſort of Diet is called 7+ 
ply full, and was formerly made of whole Barley 
corns husked and boyled, like Furmety : or it 1s 
more full and thick, Which is done by Pullets fleth, 
and poched Eggs: or it 18 9} full, whicti allows 
of eating of things Gelt : that of a moderate con- 
ſiltence, is which conſiſts of Meats of a moderate 
quantity and ſubſtance ; this was formerly done 
by Bread ſopt in Potrage, or with young tender 
Fleſh : that of a #hin conſiftence is, Which is _ 
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by little Nouriſhment, and that thin and weak ; 
which tor the molt part is agreeable in ſharp Dil- 
caſes : and this is.'Threefold, eithgr /imply weak, 
which was formerly done by the juice of Priſane ; 
or more weak, when the Patient drunk Water and 
Honey boiled together : or 2veakeſt of all, when 
the 'Patient took no meat ; but now-adays Diets 
are not ſo ſtrictly obſerved as formerly ; eſpeci- 
ally in theſe Conntries. 

Diztetica is a part of Phyſick that preſcribes 
the uſe and knowledge of Six things which are 
not Natural. 

Diagneſis is the Knowledge of - preſent ſigns : 
or a knowledge whereby we underitand the pre- 
ſent condition of a Diſtemper-; and 1t is Three- 
fold, either a right mitigation of the part Aﬀetted, 
of the d:/ea/e ir (cif, or of its Caule. 

Dialeimma, the ſame with Apyrex4a. 

Diapaſma, according to Pliny, 15 a dry Medi- 
cine, made up of dry Powders, to be ſprinkled 
upon ſomething ; as either upon Clothes to Per- 
tun:e them, or upon Ulcers, and Wounds, ſeveral 
ways ; or upon Drink,to make it more Delicious. 

Diapedeſis is an Eruption of the Blood, by rea- 
ſor of the thinneſs of the Vellels. 

Diaphanum is that which 1s Tranſparent, as the 
Eumors of the Eyes, the Tunica Cornea, Cc. 

Dzaphoreſis, Sweating, 1s a Perſpiration of all 
manner of Efluvia through the inviſible pores of

Diaphragma , Or Septum Tranſverſum, and Diſ-

Dichophyia 18 a fault in the Hair, when it parts.

Exulceratio is a Solution of continued parts, 
proceeding from ſome gnawing Matter, and in 
ſoft parts of the Body, attended with a loſs of 
their quantity ; it differs from an Abſceſſus in this, 
thatan Abſceſſus is occaſioned by a Cri/is, An Ex- 
ulceration 1s either great, little, broad, ſhort, nar- 
row, ſtrait, trariſverſe , winding, equal, inequa], 
deep, &c. |

Acies Hyppocratica is when the Noſtrils are 

ſharp, the Eyes hoſlow, the Temples low, the 

Laps. of the Ears contracted, and the Lobes In- 

verſed, the Skin about the Forehead hard, and 

dry ; the Complexion pale, livid, of a leaden 
Colour, or Black. 

Facultas is an action in Man, which is perfor- 
med, either by the Body alone, or by both Body 
and Mind : Faculties are either Natura/, which 
depends upon the Cerebellum: or Animal, which 
depend upon the Brain. The Ancients made 
three Faculties, Natural, Vital, and Animal : but 
the Vital belongs to the Natural.

Falx 1s a doubling of the Dura Mater, like a 
Sickle, 
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Sickle, annexed below to the Third Cavitie tvhere- 
by the Brain is divided into the right and left 
Hemiſphere. 

Fames, Hunger, 1s either Natural, which is 2 
deſire of Food, when an Animal from a Vellif- 
cation of a Nerve of the par wagum, and the 
Intercoſtal in the Stomach, which proceeds 
from an Acid Humour, carried thither by the 
Celiac Arteries, or Glanaulons Tunic, is excited to 
ſeek for Food as a Remedy to allay that Vellica- 
tion ; or it is preternatural, Whictt is either de- 
praved, as longing in Women with Child ; or 
It is a Canine Appetite, want of Appetite, Cc. 

Fames Caninz, (ce Cynedes Orexas. 

Farciminalis Tunica, the ſame that Alrntci- 
des. 

Faſcia, a Swathe, 1s a long Pand, moderately 
broad , which Chyrurgeons uſe : Swathes are 
wound up ; long, and. all of a breadth; others are 
cut, which are indeed of one picce of Linren, 
but that cuteither at the ends, or middle: others 
ſewed together , which conhitts of Swathes and 
Thongs of ſeveral ends, and like ſeveral 5wathes. 
Others are longer, ſome ſhorter ; and others 
broader, ſome narrower. 

Faſciatio is a binding of Swathes about a 
Limb that is to be Cured. 

Faſciculus, ſee Manipulus. 

Faſtidinm Cibi, the lame that Anorexia. 

Fauces and Frumen, the ſame that Pharynx. 

Fawus, fee in Achor. 

Feiris a Fever, is an inordinate Motion, and 
too greata n Efferyeſcence of the Blood, m_— 
at Wit 
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with Cold firſt, and afterwards with Heat, Thirſt, 
and other Symptoms , wherewith the Animal 
Oe-onomie 18 variouſly diſturbed. Fevers in ge- 
neral are divided into Intermittent, Continued, 
Continent, and Symptomatical. Scotus in his 
Magick -aflures- us, That the Blood im a Fever has 
Worms in it. 

Fecule are Duſt that ſubſides in the ſqueezing 
of certain Vegetables, as in Briome, Ramp, Cc. 

Fell, fee Bullis. 

Femur, and Femen, the Thigh, the part from 
tie Buttocks to the Knee ; it 1s fo called from bear- 
112, becauſe it holds up, and fuitains an Animal; 
it confiſts but of one Bone, but that the greateſt 
and longeſt in the whole Body, whoſe External 
and tore-part is gibbous or rifing ; but the Inter- 
nal hinder part flat and bending. Grammartans 
make Femen to be the hinder fleſhy part ; and 
Femur the former outward part. 

Fermentatio 18 an Inteſtine Motion of Particles, 
or of the Principles of any Body, tending to Per- 
tection, or a Change: and it is either Natural, 
which comes of 1ts own accord, as in Natural 
Actions; or Artificial, which we make, as we ſee 
in Beer, Wine, Bread, Cc. 

Ferulz are little light chips or planes, which are 

ade of different Mater, according to the nature 
and neceſlities of the places to which they are 
applyed, as of Barks of Trees, of the -Bark of 
the Herb Sagapene, in Latin Ferula; whence they 
have their Name : they are made of Firr, Paper 
glewed together, Leather, &c. which are applyed 
to Bones that have been looſened, or disjoynted, 
after 
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after they are ſet again. 
Fibra Auris, the ſame with Lovirs Lur:s. 

Fibre, Fibres, are little, round, oblong Veilels; 
and are cither Mru/culous of INerwon; : the Ner- 
vous are ſich as have no Valves, and by whict 
the Spirits flow convemently from the Nerves to 
the ſeveral parts: the Maul culous Fibres receive 
the Blood from the Arteries, and diſcharge them- 
ſelves into the Veins,ard havea great many Valves, 
they are called long, round, or oblique from their 
Scituation ; fome ſmall threads interwoven with 
Trees and Leaves are called Fibres too : and ſo 

are the ſmall chreads which ſtick to their Roots. 
Fibala, the Ancients mention them ; for if there 
be a Wound in the Fleſh, fays Ce Is, that gapes, 
and cannot eaſily be cloſed, it is impropef to 
ſew it, you muſt apply a Fibuls ; but becauſe 
this way of cloſing the gaping of W ounds, by 
Fibula's was fo uſual amone ſt the Ancients; they 
havenot been at all ſollicitous in deſcribing eithef 
their Matter or Form. Gurdo tells us, I hat they 
made theſe F:bula*s of Iron Circles as it were, or 
Semi-circles crooked backward on both fides, the 
hooks whereof being faitned on both fides to 
the gaping Wound , anſwered exactly one ano- 
ther ; but ſince this muſt be an unſupportable 
pain to 'the poor Patient, it is hardly credible, 
that they meant any ſuch thing by their Fib«/a's. 
The Opinion of Fa/lopizs is more probable, who 
tells us, 'Thatit was onely a (owing up the Wound 
with a Needle and Thread, which is commonly 
uſed at this day. Santorizs Writes thus, We 
need not Diſcourſe munch of F:bu/a's, fince the 
N42 ute 
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ve of them is almoſt out of dores; and though 
the Ancients have not deſcribed them, yet they 
forbear not to acquaint us how to uſe them ; as 
Argenterizs fallly imagines. For not onely Phy: 


ſicians but tome of the Ancients knew the term of 


them, ſince Cern. Celſzrs has informed us, I hat F: 
b1l.5as wellas Sutures were made of a Needle-tull 
of oft untwilted filk or thread, wherewith they 
lowed an, K; aping » Lips of the Wound together. 
Some call ca, or this needle-tul of 'Ihred, Vincu- 
lun, Ligatura, Colligatio, Ov/igatio, Ligamentum ; 
all which jgnitic tying or binding. Whoever 
would be farther informed in this particular, may 
conſult the Incomparable Rhodzzrs in his Diſcourſe 
al DOUT aAC, 

F:i5:/a is the lefler Bone of the Shank, it ſeems 
to ”_ athe Muſcles of the Leg like a Button, or 
ClatÞ, in Latin Fibula; it is the hinder bone 
betwixt the Knee and the Foot, ſmaller rhan the 

other Bone, called 7:bia, and faſtned outwardly 
fo it ; as the Bone called Rad;us inthe Arm is to 
the Cubit : 1ts round head does not extend as far 
as thence upward, but downward, it goes far- 
ther than the other Bone called 7a, and there- 
{ore is altogether as long a Bone as the Tibia. They 
part in the middie, becauſe the Muſcles of the 
Feet are placed there ; in which interval, a ſlen- 
der broad Ligament joy ns them together length- 
ways.

Firxes Fiepaticns 18 a kind of Dyſentery, where- 
in black ſhining blood, and too Jong roſted as it 
were, 15 driven out of the Guts by the Funda- 
ment : it is ſometimes. taken for a Dyſentery 
wherein ſerons ſharp Blood 1s evacuated. 

Fectle Majus 1s the greater Bone of the Cubit 
called Una; or the greater bone of the Leg 
called Tia.

F,dma 1s the Iefs Labyrinth in the bone of the 


Fecu'n ſignifies a Powder. which ſubſides to 
tne bottoin in certain ſtrainings of Vegetables ; for 
it 1s prepared of ſome green, waſhed, and pared 
Roots beat together, with a little water, then 
{trained, that there may ſubſide a white ſort of 
Powder Which is to be dryed lightly. 

Fetor oris, a ſtinking Breath, procceds from 
the filth about the Teeth, and Gums : ſometimes 
om the Lungs, and a Conſumptive or Scorbus 
lC Biood, | Follics- 
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Folliculns Fellis 18 4 little Bladder faftned to the 


Concave-part of the Liver, Wii receives the Bile, 
which in proper time emPpries it {elf into the Gut 
Duodenum, by a Ductus, or Patlage called Chcle- 
dochus. 

Fomentum, that which app!! iyed to the Body che- 
riſhes and warms it; and it is Twofo!ld, cither 
wet, or dry ; the latter is a Decotion app.ved to 
ſeveral parts of the body for tocheriſh it, by the 
help ofa linnen, or wollen Cloth, a Spunge, Blad- 
der, Cc. 

Fontanelle, Iſſnes, are little Ulcers which Chy- 
rurgions make in ſound parts of the Body, ro 
Evacuate bad Humors, Cure Diſeaſes, or prevent 
them. Iflnes are made either with an Actual or 
a Potential Seering-Iron , with a Lance, and a 
pair of Scifſers: You muſt always obſerve to make 
Iſſues betwixt two Mulcles. 

Fonticult, the ſame. 

Forceps 1s an Initrument wherewith dead and 
corrupt parts, ( alſothings beſides, or againit Na- 
ture ) areſeiſcd, cut off, « or pulled out; they are 
of ſeveral ſhapes, as long, crooked, with '] ceth, 
with Beeks, in faſhion of an halt Moon, ſuch as 
will open the Month, or the \Womb; and by 
which you may fee into either of them : which 
according to the ditterence of their ſhape, are of 
different uſe. 

Forfex 1s an Inſtrument to pull our "Teeth 
with. 

Formula is a Phylitians Preſcription, which the 
Apothecaries prepare accordingly. 

Fornix 1s the Cailous Subitance of the Brain ; 
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$ called, becauſe it ſeems to ſuſtain the Cavines 
of the Ventricles, and the bulk of the impending 
Brain, like an Arch or Vaulr. 

Fotus, the ſame with F:imentum. 

Fovea Cordis, the fame with Anticardium. 

Frattura Ojjis, the breaking of a Bone, 1s a 50- 
Jution of the Conrinurm in the hard parts of tag 
Body, which is done by a hard External Inltru- 
ment, forcibly impell'd upon the part ; the diffe- 
rences Whereof are taken from the Form, the 
Parr, and the Accidents of it. 

Frenulum is a Membraneous Ligament under 
the Tongue; in new-born Children, it ſometimes 
ſpreads over the whole under. fide of the "Tongue, 
that the Midwife ſometimes is forced to pull it 
aſunder with her Nails ( which yet ought not to 
be allow'd of ) or the Chyrurgion with his Pen- 
knife. 

Froenu/um, or Froent penis, 18a Membrane 
which tyes the fore-skin tothe Nut of the Yard. 

Frons, the forehead is the unper part of the 
Face. 

Frontale 1s an External Medicine, frequently 
appiyed to the Forehead, for a pain or heat in 
the Head : it 1s made for the moſt part of Herbs, 
Flowers, Seeds, Meal, moiltned with Vinegar of 
Rofes. 
 Fum: 'g2tio C131. 18 an eroſion of Metal b 
ſmoak, or Vapour. 
| Fundtio, the ſame that 44s. 

Finda Galeni 18 a Swathe divided into Four 
parts ; uſefut in Accidents that happen to the [ay- 
one, | 
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Fungrrs is {aft ſpongie Fleſh which grows upon 
Wounds. 

Funicu!us, Inteſtinum, Laqueus, or Duffus Um- 
bilicalis,the Navel-ſtring,is a Membraneous Chan- 
nel or ConduCct in a Fe:us which reaches from the 
Navel to the Placenta in the Womb; it contains 
Two Arteries, one Vein, and the Urinarie pallage 
in the Ferns. 

Fureals 05, the ſame with Furcula 

Furcula Superior 1s the upper bone of the Ster- 
num, Or Breait-bone, others call it fugulum. 

FVurce, //a, the ſame that Furcula. 

Furfuratio is when Dandritt falls from the Head 
12 Combing ; it comes for the moſt part from 
that skin which is under the Hair ; alſo from the 
Beard, and Iye-brows. 

Furnuss, a Furnace, is a place where a Fire is 
convemently kept for Chymical uſes: and 1t 1s 
either open or covered. 

Fyuror the fame with Manea. 

Furor Uterinus 1s an unleemly Diſtemper, which 
is wont to ſeize upon Maids ; eſpecially thoſe of 
riper Years, and ſometimes Widows too. They 
who are tronbled with it, throw off the Veil of 
common Modelty, and Decency, and Delight one- 
ly in laſcivious, obſcene Diſcourles : they covet a 
man greedily, and even furiouſly, and omit no 
inviting "Temptations that may induce them to 
{1tisfte their deſires. The cauſe ſeems to be in the 
Seminal juice, which being Exalted to the higheſt 
degree of Maturity, drives the Maids into a kind 
of Fury ; which is conſpi Picuons every year in ſome 
Þruits as in Cats, Bulls, Bncks, Does, Harts. 
There 
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There is another Diſtemper akin to this, which 
the Ancients called, the Fervour of the Womb, or 
the Matrix,when the whole ſibſtance and body of 
the Womb 1s extream hot, accompanied with a 
pain and heavineſs of the Loyns; a roughneſs 
by the growth of Hair, Loathing, and a ſuppreſſi- 
on of the Urine, and Excrements: and the Wo- 
man all the while covets to be laid with, but by 
reaſon of pain is ſtill afraid of it. 

Furnnculus a Boy], is an acute ſwelling, as big 
as a Pigeons Egg, attended with an Inflamation, 
and Pain, eſpecially when it begins to Corrupt, 
and Putrifie : when 1t 1s opened, and the Matter 
let out, part of the Fleſh underneath is turned 
into Corruption, of a whitiſh, and reddiſh Colour, 
which ſome call the Ventricle of the Furunculzr : 
there 13 no danger 11 it, though you apply no Re- 
medy to it; for it ripeas of it ſelf, and burſts; but 
the pain makes it more Elegible to apply a Reme- 
die, becauſe that frees the Parient ſooner from his 


trouble. 
Fuſio is a melting with hear.

AllaFophori, are Dutjus's which carry Milk, 
convey the Chyle (as ſome Modern Au- 

thors have fancied.) a ſtreight way from the Guts 
to the Glandules of the Breaſts: yet the Arteries 
were more properly ſo called, becauſe they car- 
ry the Chyle along with the Blood to the Breaſts, 
wherein Mk 1s reſerved for the uſe of the Fz- 
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GalaFoporerice Facultas 1s nothing but an Ap- 
?!tyde to ſequeſter Milk in the Breatits : of the fe- 
Parating of Milk. See in the Word Lac. 

Galenica Medicina, is that Phyſick which is built 
upon the Principles of Galen, and therefore they 
are Galeniſfs who embrace the Foundation of 
their Art, which are fetched from Galen and the 
Philoſophers, proved by Reaſon, and confirmed 
by Experience. 

Galea is a pain in the Head, ſo called from 
the likeneſs of the place, becauſe it takes in the 
whole Head, like an Helmet ; in Latin Galea. 

Galea 18 likewiſe when the Head of the Fztus 
is clothed with part of the Membrane called 4m- 
20s, As It Comes into the World. 

Ga'/reda, or Gelatina, Gellie, is a Thickned, Viſ- 
cous, and Lucid Juicie Subſtance ; it is commonly 
made of the Cartilaginous parts of Animals boiled, 
as of Calves Feet, Oc. 

Ganglion 18 an Humour in the 'Tendinous and 
Nervous parts, procecding from a Fall, Stroke, 
or otherwiſe ; it reſiſts if ſtirred, if preſſed upon 
its ſide is ndt diverted,nor can be turned round. 

Gangreana, a Gangrene, is a Cadaverous Cor- 
ruption of a part, attended with a beginning of 
Stink, Blackneſs, and Mortification. 

Gargareon, See Con. 

Gargariſma, a Gargariſme, is a Liquid Medicine 
which cleanſes the Mouth, and the Adjacent parts 
by Gargling, without ſwallowing ; and it is either 
a Lecoction, wherein convenient Syrups are dif- 
ſolved, or diſtilled Waters mixed with Syrups , 
and ſometimes with Mineral Spirits. 

Gaſtro- 
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Gaſtrocnemium 1s the Calf of the Leg, whence 
its Muſcles are called Ga#trocnemi:, from their 
ſwelling like a belly. 

Gaftrocnemii Muſculi, ſee Gaftrocnemium. 

Gaſtroepiploicais the Veinand Arterie which goes 
to to the Ventricle and the Cawl. 

Ga#trorhaphia 1s a Connexion or a Suture in the 
wounds of the Abdomen. 

Gaudium 18 a Ccheerfulneſs proceeding from the 
apprehenſion of ſome good obtained, or to be 
obtained. 

Gelatina 1s almoſt the ſame with Galre/a, but 
that is of a more general ſ1gnification, and 1s ta- 
ken for any Pellucide Glutinous Juice, which 11{cd 
firſt to be made of the juice of Fruits, as of 4p- 
ples, ©c. as the Gellie of Quinces, &c. 

Gena Mala is part of the Face from the Noſe 
to the Ears. Allo the Chin, the Jaw-bone, which 
is either upper or lower. 

Generatio 1s a natural Action, whereby an Ani- 
mal begets another like it of the ſame Species, of 
convenient Seed, in Generation ; the, firit thing 
we ſee isa red Speck, which is clothed with a lit- 
tle bladder, nexta little Heart, whence Veins and 
Arteries flow, at the Extremitie whereof you ſee 
the Viſcera, the Bowels, ©c. afterward the whole 
Fetus 1s formed and cloathed with Membranes ; 
before Generation the Seed of the Male being calt 
into the Womb, enters and prepares its Pores, af- 
terwards {wears out a Viſcous Subſtance, like the 
white of an Egg, which moves the Egg out of 
the Teſticles and Tubes ; for the Womans Eggs 
are impregnated by the influence of the Seed, are 
emitted 
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emitted ouit of the Teſticles, and received by the 
Fallopian Tubes. 

Geniogloſſum is a pair of Muſcles proceeding in- 
ward!ly from the Chin under another pair called 
Geniobyoyides, and are faſtned in the Baſis of the 
bone Hyo1des. 

Geniobyoides are Muſcles reaching from the in- 
ternal and lower Seat of the Chin to the Baſis of 
the Bone Hyoides, which is placed at the Baſis of 
the Tongue. 

Gercomia 1s a part of that part of Phyſick cal- 
led Hygieima, or Preſervation of health, which 
teaches the way of living for old Men. 

Gimgipedium, the ſame with Scorbutzes. 

Gingiva, the Gums, is a hard ſpurious ſort of 
Fleſh, which ſurrounds the Teeth like a Rampart, 
and in people that want Teeth helps to the chew- 
ing their meat, which being either eat out, re- 
laxed, or too dry, the "Teeth ſhake or fall our. 

Ginglymns is a Conjunction of Bones, when the 
Head of one is received into the Cavitie of 
another, and again the head of this into the Ca- 
vity of that. 

Glacialis Humor, ſee Humoris Ocull. 

Glandula, a Glandule, 1s a Subſtance of a pe- 
culiar nature, fleſhie, white, or gray, and Friable; 
and it is two-fold, advent:itiozzs, as thoſe Kernels 
which are ſometimes under the Arm-holes, and in 
the Neck, the Kings Evil ; a ſwelling in the La- 
, Tynx and middle of the Wind-pipe, &c. or perpe- 
tual and natural, as the Thymus, Pancreas, Glan- 
dula, "inealis, &c. the perpetual is again Two-fold, 
either Conglobated in one entire piece, which fends 
the 
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the ſeparated Humour into the Veins, as the 
pituitarie Glandule, the Pinealis, the Glandules 
of the Meſenterie, of the Groins, Cc. or Conglo- 
merated in a cluſter, which convey te yuice by 
their own Channels into ſome notable Cavities of 
the body, as the Pancreas, the Glandules of the 
Breaſt, the Salival Glandules, &c. 

Glandula Guidonis is a Tumor like a Glandul ez, 
ſoft, ſingle, Movable, without Roots, and ſeparate 
from the adjacent parts. 

Glandula Pinealis, fee Conarium. 

Glandula Pituitaria is a little body in the Sella 
Equina, a place in the Brain ſo called, covered 
over with the Rete mirabile in many Brutes, but 
not in Man; it receives the ſerous tumour from 
the Infindibulum and the Rete Mrrabule Which To 
ſends into the Jugular Veins, and the Lympha- 
tic Veſlels; 

Glanduloſum Corpus, the ſame with Proſtata. 

Glans, the ſame with Ba/anus and Suopsſitorium. 

Glaucoma 1s a faultin the Eye, or a Tranſmu- 
tation of the Chryſtaline Humour into a gray 
or $sky-colour. 

Glaucoſis the ſame with Glaucoma. 

Glene the ſame with Pupils : alſo the Cavitie 
of a Bone which receives another within it. 
 Glenoides are two Cavities in the lower part of 
the firſt Vertebre of the Neck. 

Globulus Naſi 1s the lower Cartilaginous movea- 
ble part of the Noſe. 

Gloſſocomium 1s a Chyrurgions Inſtrament for 
broken Limbs, ſo called from the ſhape of a Mer- 
chants little Casket which was formerly carried 
upon the back. Glottis 
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Glottis 1s the Chink of the Larynx Which is co- 
vered by the Epiglotris.

TIncidentia, the ſame with Attenuantia, 

Tncineratio 1s the reducing the Bodies of Vege- 
tables and Animals into Aſhes by a violent Fire. 

Inciſores dentes, the ſame that Primores. 

Inciſori,' the'ſame with Primores. 

Incorporatio is a mixture whereby molt things 
are contemperated with dry into one Body, as 
into a Maſs, therefore here is 'no lingring Ny- 
trition, but as much moiſture 1s added as 1s re- 
quiſite to the conſiſtence of the mixed Body, fo 
that it becomes like a Pudding as it were;whence 
it may be called alſo Impaſtatio, and in ſome 
things Subattio, a Kneading. Things thus incor- 
porated muſt be left in a digeſtive Heat. that by 

mutual Action and Suftering they may pet one 
temperature common to them both. 

Incraſſantia, thickning things,are thoſe which 
being endued with thick ropie parts, and mixed 
with thin liquid, Juices, bring them to a thicker 
coniiſtence by Mning and knitting their parts.

Indicantes ates are thoſe days which ſignify 
that a Crilis will happen on ſuch 2 day, which 
are therefore called indicant and contemplable :

Indicatio is that which demonſtrates what is to 
be done in Diſeaſes, and it 1s threefold, preſcr- 
vatorie,which nrelerves Health ; Curative, which 
expels a Diſeaſe that has already ſeized upon a 
Perſon ; and Ya/, which reſpects the Strength 
and way of living. 

Indicatum 1s that which is ſignified to be done 
in order to the recovery of Health.

Infuſio is an ExtraCtion of the'Virtne of Medi- 
cines with a convenient Liquor, whichif it be 
purgative, it may be taken at once ; and to this 
the Name properly agrees. 

Inoue, 1s the place from the bending of the 
Thigh to the ſecret parts. 

Tnjettio inteſtinalis, the ſame that Clyſer. 

Inium 1s the beginning 'of the oblongated 
Marrow, which is the common Senſory. becauſe 
the Species which are received from the exter- 
nal Organs are conveyed thither by the Nerves. 

Innominata tunica oculi, the Tunic of the Eye 
that wants a Names a certain ſubtile Expanſion 
of theTendons from the Muſcles which move the 
Eye tn the circumference of the ris or horney 
Membrane. 

Innominatum 0s, Others call it os Coxe, or 1l- 
am, is placed at the ſide of the, os Sacrum, con- 
fiſting of three Bones, 1um, os Pubrs, and Iſchi- 
#m, joined by Cartilages, and appear diſtinct by 
three Lines till ſeven years old, but grow all 
into one Bone at riper years. They are called al- 
ſo Cuneiformia, and Offa Innominata, nameleſs 
Bones. 

Innominatus humor, or Infitws, is a {ſecondary 
Humour, as the Ancients call it, wherewith they 
thought the Body was nouriſhed : For thoſe nu- 

ritious Humours they talked of are four ; Ine» 
minatus, Ros, Gluten, Cambium. | 

Inſania, or Amentia, Madneſs, is an Aboli- 
tion or Depravation of Imagination and Judg- 
ment. 


Inſeſſus 
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Inſeſſus is a Bath for the Belly, proper for the 
lower Parts, wherein the Patient ſits down to 
the Navel. They are for ſeveral uſes, as for ea- 
ſing of Pain, ſoftning of Parts, diſpelling flatu- 
lent matter; and frequently for exciting the 
Courſes. 

Inſpiratio is an alternate Dilatation of the 
Cheſt, whereby the nitrous Air is communicated 
to the Blood to accend it by the Wind-Pipe,and 
its Veſicnlar parts. The cauſe of Reſpiration does 
not ſeem to conſiſt only in the Dilatation of the 
Thorax, as 15 commonly thought, but in the 
Contraction of the Tunic which covers the up- 
per part of the eſophagus, and the moſt cloſe Re- 
celles of the Wind-Pipe. 

Intelleftns, is Cogitation, whereby a Man ap- 
prehends an Objett : Ir ſeems to be tranſacted in 
the Corpus Calloſum, from the expanlion of Spi- 
rlts there. 

Intemperies is a Diſeaſe which conſiſts in in- 
convenient qualities of the Body, and theſe are 
either manifeſt or occult: The Manifeſt are either 
ſimple or compound ; - the Simple is when one 
Quality is peccant ; as an hot, thin, hard, acid, 
falt Diſpoſition, &c. the Compound is when 
more Qualities than one are peccant ; as an hot 
and ſalt,a cold and acid Diſpolition,&c. An Oc- 
cult ill Diſpoſition or Diſteraper 1s ſuch as pro- 
ceeds from ſome poyſonous Qualities, as from 
the Air, from poyſonous Animals, &c. It comes 
from the Air, when the Nitre in it becomes 
contagious by reaſon of ſtanding ſtinking Wa- 
ters, daily Droughts, Earth-quakes, &c. whence 
malignant peitilent Feayers, and Plagues them- 
M 4 ſelves 
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ſelves ariſe : For the Vapours being taken away, 
that which yemains of the Air (by reaſon of the 
Sulphur and Salt in 1t)) contracts an ill Savour, 
whereupon the Air and its Nitre degenerate from 
their due Temperature and Crafis. And I be- 
licve the fame happens from very dry Grounds, 
for tulphurcous aud ſaline Particles intermix with 
the watery ones above, which render the Nitre 
of the Air ſharp and _—_ like Arſenic, ſub- 
limated Mercury, or Aqua ſiygia, which being 
ſucked into the Lungs do coagulate, and cor- 
rode the Mats of the Blood and make its Spirits 
vaniſh ;- whence proceed Quinzles, Plurilies, 
Peſtilential Swellings, &c. 

Intercalares dies, or intercidentes, which others 
call Provecatoru, are thoſe Days wherein Na- 
ture, cither by reaſon of the vehemency of the 
Fit, or {ome external cauſe, 1s excited to expel 
her Load unſeaſonably : Such are the 3d, 5, 93, 
13, 19. 

Intereidentes dies, ſee [atercalares. 

Intercus, ſee Anaſarca. 

Interforamineum, the ſame that Perinewum. 

Fntermiſſu febrium, ſec Apyrexta.

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Thighs ; ora Fleaing of the Skin proceeding 
from a violent Motion, eſpecially Riding : It 
happens frequently to Children, that the Cuti- 
cula in their Thighs and Hips is ſeparated, and 
25 it were ſhaven off from the true Skin, which 
pains them ſo that it makes them reſtleſs.

Iris 1s that fibrous Circle next to the Pupil of 
the Eye, diſtinguiſhed with variety of Colours. 

Iſatodes is a blew Bile, like the Herb Woad 
wherewith Cloth is died blew. 

Iſchsma areMedicines that ſtop theBlood, which 
with a binding, cooling, or drying Virtue cloſe 
up the opening of the Vellels, or diminiſh and 
ſtop the Fluidity and violent Motion of the 
Blood. 

Iſchias is the Gout 1n the Hip. 

Iſchium is the Hip, or Huckle-Bone. 

Iſchophonus 1s a {mall Voice. 

Iſchuretica are Medicines which thicken the 
Blood in difficulty of Urine, ſo that the Urine 
ſtops. 

churia is ſuch a Suppreſſion of Urine in the 
Bladder that little or nothing of it can be dif- 
charged. 

Iſthmus is that part which lies betwixt the 
Mouth and the Gullet, like a Neck of Land : 
Alſo the Ridg that ſeparates the Noſtrils. 

Ithmoidea ofſa, ſee Ethmozdes. 

Itinerarium is a Chyrurgions Inſtrument, 
which being fixed in the Urinary Pallage ſhows 
the 
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the Neck or SphinCter of the Bladder, that an

Fugulars vena 1s that Vein which goes to- 
wards the Scull by the Neck.

Fulepus is a Liquid Medicine taken inwardly, 
of a grateful taſte and clear, made of a conveni- 
ent Liquor with Syrup or Sugar without any 
boyling, and of the quantity of three or four 
Doſes, to alter or refrigerate. A Julep conſiſts 
commonly of one pound and an half of Barley- 
Water, or of diſtilled Waters, rarely of Wine, 
of the cooling Syrup of red Gooſe-berries, Ber- 
beries, Violets, &c. to which they commonly 
add ſome drops of Sulphur, Vitriol, Salt, &c. 
to give ita good taſte. Fuleb, whence the word

uſe is to extend broken or disjointed Bones, to 
keep them in their places when they are ſet, to 
bind the parts cloſe together ; the differences of 
theſe Laquei, or Bands, are ſeveral, having 
their Names either from the [nventors, or from 
their Uſe, or from their likeneſs to or ſhape of 
any thing, or from the manner of lying, or their 
Effet,. which unleſs they were here delineated, 
can ſcarce be underſtood by a bare Deſcription. 

Laryngotomia, the ſame that Bronchotomia,

Laudanum is meant only of a Medicine made 
of Oprate, and that they call an Opiate Lauda- 
mam, from its excellent Qualities. Authors give 
ſeveral deſcriptions of it. It allays themoſt un- 
ſupportable Pains, and ſtops any Flux.” 

Laxantia,looſening Medicines,are thoſe which 
with their benign Particles ſoftning and ſcour- 
ing the Inteitines cleanſe them of their Excre- 
ments. 

Lenientia, the ſame with Laxantia. 

Leno and Linon is that part of the Brain called 
Torcular Herophili, that place where the third 
Cavity of the Mennx 1s joined to the firſt, ſecond, 
and fourth. 

Lentigines, Freckles, are little Spots-eſpeci- 
ally in Women, and chiefly in their Faces, but 
ſometimes 1n their Hands, Arms, and the upper 
part of the Cheſt which is expoſed to the Air ; 
the Skin is ſometimes ſpotted thicker ſometimes 
thinner with them, like as with ſo many drops, 
but without any Trouble or Pain ; in ſome they 
appear only in Summer, and diſappear in Win- 
ter, in others they continue the Year round. 

Lepidoides js the ſcaly Suture of the Scull, ſee 
Mendoſa. 

Lepra, a Leproſie, 1s a dry Scab, whereby the 
Skin becomes ſcaly like Fiſh : It differs from 
Leuce and Alphus, in that a Leproſy is rough to 
the touch, and cauſes an Itching ; for the Skin 
is the only part affeted, and therefore that be- 
ing flea'd off, the Fleſh underneath appears ſound 
and well. 

Lepra 
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Lepra Arabum, the ſame that Elephantiaſis 
Gracorum. 

Lepra Gracorum, or Impetigo Celſe, is the high- 
eſt degree of Scabbedneſs; but it muſt be obſer- 
ved, leſt any ſhould be gravell'd in the readipg 
of Authors, that we here ſpeak of the Leproſy of 
the Greeks;not the Arabians. That which the Ara- 
bians call a Leproſy is- the Elephantiaſis of the 
Greeks, which is nothing elſe than an Univerſal 
Canker of the whole Body. A Leproſy isa Diſ- 
eaſe proceeding from black Bile dittuſed through 
the whole Body, whence the Temperature. the 
Form and Figure, and at laſt the very Continu- 
ity of the Body is corrupted, and It is a Canker 
common to the whole Body. The Arabiars call 
the Leproſy of the Greeks Albaras nigra, which 
is the ſame witha kind of Ring-worm or Tetter 
which fleas the Fleſh, and 1s a rough violent 
Scab in the Skin, accompanied with Scales like 
Fiſh and itching. There 1s a greater Corrupti- 
on of Humours in a Leproſy than in a Scabbednef,, 
and from: the latter there only fall little flakes 
like Dendritf from the Head, but from the for- 
mer as it were Scales of Fiſh ; ſo that one paſles 
from Itching to a Leproſy by the Scab. For 
Pruratus, or Itching, Is a certain ſmall Aſperity 
of the Skin, wherein, unleſs you ſcratch very 
hard; nothing falls from the Skin : When it is 
grown 'toa ſcab the Humour is more apparent, 
and certain little Particles like Dendrift fall off, 
whether it be ſcratched or no. For in a Scab 
the matter is thinner, and at leaſt preys upon 
the Surface of the Skin : But then in a Leproſy 
the matter is thicker, and not only feeds _ 
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the Surface but the inner parts of the Skin. 
Celſus doubtleſs meant this Leproſy of the 
Greeks by the Word Impetigo, but not the 
Lichen of the Greeks, which ſqme call Impeti- 
0. 

R Leptuntica are attenuating cutting Medicines, 
which part the craſs and viſcous Humours with 
their acute Particles. 

Lethargus, a Lethargy, is a Drow7inels like 
another Dileaſe cauſing an heavy ſleep called 
Coma, accompanied with a Feaver and a Delz- 
rium; and it 1s nothing elſe but an heap of too 
much or incongruous moiſt Matter within the 
Pores of the barky ſubſtance of the Brain. This 
Diſtemper does not ſeem to come of it {elf, but 
rather from the demigration of Feavers. 

Leuce is when the Hairs, Skin, and ſometimes 
the Fleſh underneath turns white; the Fleſh be- 
ing pricked with a Needle is not ſenlible, nor 
emits Blood but a Milky Humour. It differs 

from Alphus in that it penetrates deeper and 
changes the Skin ſo that the Hairs are changed 
r00. 

Leucoma is a White Scar in the horney Tunic 
of the Eye. 

Leucophagum is made of Almonds macerated 
in Roſe-Water, and of Capon or Partridg boi- 
led, bruiſed and ſtrained through a Sieve made 
of Briſtles : It is uſed in a Conſumption. 

Leucophlegmatia is a pituitous Dropſy, or a 
. Droplſy that has ſeized the whole Body. 

Lichen barbarouſly called Serpigo or Zerna, 
Halliabbas calls it Petigoand Sarpedo ;, the vulgar 
Valiatica. Lichenes are certain Aſperitles of the 
Skin, 
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Skin, and as it were Tumors, which itch much 
and ſend forth Matter : The Greeks and Arab;- 
ans have made two forts of Lichens, the one mild 
and gentle, thg other: fierce and cruel. And ac- 
cording to Avicen, {ome are moiſt, which being 
rubbed fend forth a kind of Dew, others are 
dry ; and the moilt are more. ſafe, but the dry is 
made of ſalt pituitous Matter turned into Melan- 
cholly Blood. And again he writes, that one 
Mangineſs (Impetigo) brings off the Skin by rea- 
{on of its great Dryneſs, and another does not ; 
and that one is ambulatory and malignant, ano- 
ther fixed and ſtanding ; as alſo one 1s old,ano- 
ther freſh. Hence it appears, that the Scabies of 
Corn. Celſus was nothing but theſe Lichenes of the 
Greeks, and the Impetigo of the Arabians. It 
comes in any part of the Body, but eſpecially in 
the Face and Chin, as Galen has it; for a Lichen, 
lays he, isa moſt ungrateful Diſtemper in the 
Chin, becauſe it makes it itch exceedingly, and 
itretches'out the parts affected : It 1s not a little 
- dangerous, it ſpreads over the whole Face, and 
ſometimes reaches the Eyes, and at laſt makes 
the Perſon aftected extream hithy and loathſom. 
Lichen of the Greeks is Pliny's Impetigo, or an In- 
equality of. the Skin, extending it ſelf to the 
nelghbouring parts, and accompanied with an 
extraordinary Itching and dry Pimples. . Lichen 
1s alſo the callous part in an Horſes Foot ; like- 
wiſe a ſort of green Mols. 
Libra medica, a Phyſicians Pound, is twelve 
Ounces ; for as often as they preſcribe a Pound 


they mean ſo many Ounces.

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Lienteria is a Looſeneſs when the Meat is ſent 
out before it be altered. 

Ligamentum, a Ligamenty 1s a ſolid and yery 
fibrous part, proceeding almoſt from Matrer like 
a Cartilage, dilterent in 117ze, number, and ſcj- 
tuation, broz2d or round, - cold, as It comes near 
the conititution of a Membrane or a Cartilage, 
dryer or moilter, harder or ſofter, more or leſs 
tough and flexible, and deſigned by Nature for 
the conne*ling of Parts, eſpecially Bones, that 
they may better perform their Motions, 

Ligula, the fame that Clavicula. 

Linea alba is a-concourſe of the Tendons of 
the Muſcles of the Abdomen, excepting the Ten- 
dons of the ſtreight ones. For the Tendons of 
the Oblique Muſcles ungte, and meet ſo on both 
lides, that they make a kind of Tunic that co- 
vers the Abdomen, as if they were all but one 
Tendon. Ir 1s white and not fleſhy, proceeding 
from the pointed Cartilage to the os Pubs ;, and 
is narrower below the Navel than above, 

Lingxa, the Tongue, is an oblong, broad, 
thick Member, and thicker art the Roots and 
thinner and ſharper at the end ; of a moderate 
bigneſs, that it may move more quickly. In 
the Exterior and upper part of the Tongue there 
area great many little Bodies which break pur 
from the Surface of the Tongue, and crooking 
moderately incline backwards towards the Root, 
ſo that they look like a Comb that cards Wool]. 
Theſe Cartilaginous Bodigs in an Ox eſpecially 
leem to == the Figure of a Boare's Tooth ; 
1 the lower part they -have a certain Cavity : 
They are made of a thick tenacious fibrous Mit» 
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ter, which ſeems like a heap of little Rods : 
About the ſides of the Tongue they grow ſmal- 
ler and ſmaller, ſo that they almoſt diſappear, 
and certain membranous Bodies are placed at 
their Baſis, which look like a Conical, and then 
by and by a more obtuſe pappy Sublitance : All 
the little Protuberances are clothed with the 
Membrane of the Tongue; they are firmly im- 
planted in a certain tenacious Tunic of the 
Tongue, there being under them a craſs viſcous, 
or nervous Subſtance, eſpecially in thoſe places, 
where there are remarkable Pits in the Tongue 
diſpoſed in like order and manner, fo that in 
the inner part of the Tongue there are a great 
many of them, which are firmly implanted in a 
certain viſcous ſort of Body. When the Mem- 
brane that covers the whole Tongue 1s taken off 
there appears a certain glutinous Subſtance ; 
then a nervous pappy - Body ſomething yellow, 
which ſpreads like the Membrane. and diſcovers 
remarkable nervous Protuberances diſpoſed of 
in a wonderful order. The next thing rhat ap- 
pears are little Nipples in greater abundance 
than thoſe ſpoke of and of another order ; for 
as many little Protuberances as cover the outlide 
of the Tongne, ſo many nervous Nipples of this 
ſort are found within ; theſe proceed from the 
common pappy Subitance, grow tolerably high, 
and ſhoot ont farther into nervous Sprouts from 
the top of them, about which you diſcover innu- 
merabie little Prottherances proceeding from 
the ſame Stock, and of an equal height, only 
flenderer, like a Cone, and which go within 
their proper Cavities ready made -in the craſs 
y1icous 
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viſcous Subſtance before mentioned, and at laſt 
end towards the outermoſt Membrane. Fur- 
thermore the Subſtance of the Tongue is Muſcu- 
lous. The Centre of the Tongue conſiſts of ſe- 
veral ſorts of Fibres, long, tranſverſe, and ob- 
lique, which being mutually interwoven with 
one another look like a Coverlet or Blanker : It 
owes its Motion to peculiar Muſcles of its own, 
wherewith it is contratted and abbreviated. 
The pairs of Muſcles are the Srylogloſſum, B aſio- 
gloſſum, Gemogloſſum, Ceratogloſſum, and Mylo- 
loſſum. 
” Lithontriptica, are Medicines which break 
the Stone. 

Lithotomia 1s a cutting the Stone out of the 

Bladder, and 1s thus performed. The Opera- 
| tdr lays the ſick Perſon upon a ſoft Pillowin the 
Boſom of ſome ſtrong Man, after he has lept 
three or four times from on high, then he ties 
the Hands on each fſde faſt to the ſole of the 
Foot, and two People ſtanding on each fide hold 
the Knees as open as poſlible : After this the O- 
perator moiſtening one Finger of his left Hand, 
or if neceſſity require, the two foremoſt, with 
Oil of white Roſes, thruſts them up into the 
Fundament, and with his'right Hand prelles the 
upper parts of the Secrets lightly, that by this 
means the Stone may be brought to the Permeum, 
which when he has forced thither with his Fin- 
gers, he cuts with a two edged Knife proporti- 
onably to the bigneſs of the Stone, in the left 
ide betwixt the Teſticles and the Furdament, 
near to the Suture of the Permewm, bringing the 


Stone towards the Knife : And it the. Stone 
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come not out either of its own accord, or by the 
thruſting of the Fingers, he draws It out with 
Pincers, or ſome ſuch Initrument of Art. The 
Stone being drawn out, and all the Bands being 
looſed, he cloſes the Wound duly, applys Reme- 
dies to ſtop the Blood, and takes care that the 
Wound be cloſed up, leaſt the Urine ſhould con- 
tinually drop through. This way is called Ap- 
paratus minor, and 1 uſed elpecially in Boys,tho 
it be frequently practiſed too in adult Perſons in 
theſe Countries. But, in the Apparatus major, 
or the greater Opcration, the Patient bound as 
before is ſet upon a Table and held there, then 
the Chyrurgion thruſts in his Inſtrument called 
Itinerarium by the Urinary Pallage into the Blad- 
der asfar as the very Stcne, and cutting an hole 
as before, He puts another Inſtrument called 
Conduttcr into the hollow part of the Trinerarinm 
through the Wound, then the 1::nmerarinm being 
taken out of the Urinary Pallage, he puts in his 
Inſtrument called Forceps (a ſort of Pincers) or 
any other fit to pull out the Stone, through the 
Wound he made, that he may lay hold of the 
Stone and bring it out. . This being done, the 
Wound is bound up and conſolidated as 'tis in 
Children, only if ur be large, it is ſaved, ard an 
Inſlrument of Silver applycd to it for two or 
three days, which is uſeful to let out concreted 
Blood, Flegm, and gravelly Urice. There is 
yet another way of taking out the Stone, to wit, 
ty making an hole in the. Abdomex by which the 
Stone is taken outrot the bottom of the Bladder,

Localia Medicamenta are thoſe which are ap- 
plied outwardly, as Plaiiters, Ointments, 
Salves, Cc. 

Loch, and Loboch, the ſame that Evolegma. 

Lochia are thoſe things which are evacuated 
by Women in Child-bed, after the Birth of the 
Fetus and the Membranes called Secundine. 

Lohoch, the ſame that Eclegma. 

Loimographia is a Deſcription of contagious 
Diſeaſes. 

Loimos is peſtilent Poyſon, which proceeds 
from the Nitre of the Air too highly exalted and 
pointed with heterogeneous Particles, which 
being taken into the Lungs infefts and corrupts 
the Blood and the animal Spirits. 

Longanon, the laſt Gut, ſec Inteſtizum reitum. 

Loprdoraes, the ſame that Lep:dozaes. 

Lordoſis is the bending of the Back-bone for- 
ward. 

Lotio is in a manner a particular Bath, where- 
in the Head, Arm-pits, Hards, Fect, and na- 
tural Parts are waſhed, and that with phytical 
DecoCtions : Some Medicines are alſo thus waſh- 
ed, by reaſon bf their Saltneſs and Acrimony, 
as in Calx, and the heavier Soil of Braſs that 
ſticketh to the higher places of Furnaces or Mel- 
ting-houſes. 

Lotium, {ce Uron, 

Loz,onge, Lozenges, the ſame that Mor/wl:. 

Lues Venerea, Morbus G allicus, the French Pox, 
is a malignant and contagious Diitemper, 

3 Commu 
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communicated from one to another by Coition, 
or other impure Contact, proceeding from 
virulent Matter, and accompanied with the 
falling of the Hair, Spots, Swellings, Ulcers, 
Pains.,and mauy other direful Symptoms. 

Lumbaga is a Pain in the Muſcles of the Loins 
clogged with Scorbutick Matter, ſo that the 
Patient is forced to ſtand upright. 

Lumbric are little Worms or Animals pro- 
duced by Corruption in humane Bodies ; they 
are of different Shapes, round, &c. | 

Lupia is a Tumor, or Protuberance, about 
as big as a ſort of Bean. Some take it for a 
Melucris, others for a Gangho. 

Lupin 1s equal to half a dram. 

Lupus 1s a ſort of Canker in the Thighs and 
Legs. 

Lutatio is a Cementing of chymical Vellels. 

Luxatio, disjointing, 1s when a Bone goes out 
of its own Cavity into another place, which 
hinders voluntary Motion. 

Lycanthropia, rabies Hydrophob:ica, a Madneſs 
proceeding from a mad Wolf, wherein Men 
wmitate the howling of Wolves. 

Lycoides 1s a Madneſs like that of Wolves, 
proceeding from the Retention of Sced. 

Lyemes, the Rickets, 1s a corvultive Motion 
of the Nerves which ſpread up and down the 
Gullet, returring after ſhort Intermili;ons : It 
proceeds from ſome truobleſome Matter that 
vellicates the e/£fophagrs. 

Lympha is a clcar limpide Humour, conſiſting 
of the nervous Juice ard of Blood, which being 


continually ſeparated by the Glandules, is at laſt 
diſcharged 
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diſcharged into the Blood again by Vellels pe- 
culiar to it, The Lympha comes not immedi- 
ately from the Blood or nervous Juice, as ſome 
think, but it is the Superfluity of each, which 
was more than enough for the Nouriſhment of a 
part, like the Marrow in Bones : It is taken 
ſometimes for that Water which flows from the 
Pricking of Nerves and other Wounds, and 
which does not really low from the Nervyes 
themſelves, but from the Lymphatick Vellels 
which are cut and wounded.

Lyreria is a ſign of the looſening of a great 
Diſeaſe.

Acrocoſmw is the whole Univerſe. 

Macula epatica is a Spot of a brown, or of 
a ſad yellow Colour, about an hand's breadth 
broad, chiefly ſeizing upon the Groins, the 
Breaſt and back ; nay ſometimes it covers the 
whole Body, is attended with a certain flejghr 
Aſperity of the Skin, which lets fall Scales, or a 
fort of Dendriff from it, which yet do not ſtick 
alrogether, but are dilleminated here and there, 
and ſometimes diſappear, ſometimes break out 
again. 

Macula Matricalis is a ſpot with which a 

Child is born, of browniſh Colour. ; 
Macula volatica is a red or purple Spot here 
and there in the Skin, which 1f it touch any 
Orifice in the Body, as the Mouth, Noltrils, 
N 4 Eyes, 
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Eyes, Ears, &c. and pierce ſo far, it becomes 
mortal ; fatal to Children. 

Madatoſis is a Baldneſs of the Head. 

Maguaaleones are pieces of Plaiſter made up in 
form of a Cylender. 

Magiſterium properly ſignifies a Powder pre- 
pared by Solution and Precipitation, impro- 
perly a reſinous Matter made the ſame way, 
which is more truly called an Extratt. Magi- 
fteria as they are various, ſo are they variouſly 
prepared ; a ſolvent Liquor 1s always poured 
upon a dry Matter, reduced to durſt, it it can 
be had,or (if neceſſary) calcined, which is diffe- 
rent according, to the Diverſity of the Magiſters- 
um, plain or diſtilled Vinegar, both by it ſelf, 
and tharpened with Spirit of Nitre, Vitriol, 
Salt, &c. Theſe are ovly in Mancrals and Ani- 
mals; a LZixivinm prepared of Salt of Tartar 
and \Vatcr in Vegetables, Spirit of Wine in 
things {ulphurcous, that is, enducd with an 
oltly part; Yet thele things belong rather to 
Extracts. 'lhere 18 a precipitating Liquor 
poured ' upon dillolved Bodies, commonly 
Oil of Tartar per deliqnirm, Urine, ſalt Water, 
Spirit of Vitriol, Nitre, ©c. in Minerals and 
Anunals common Water, or Allum-water in 
Vegetables ; ard there will ſubſide at the bot- 
tom of the Glats a coagulated Subſtance which 
mult be dried, and if neceſſity require, firſt 
{weetcned and then burned. 

Atapiſtralia medicamenta are thoſe Medicines 
which Phykctans ufe to preſcribe in the Shops 
for ſeveral uſes, they arc commonly called »/«- 
aig, ſua}, becauſe they ought to be vſed fre- 
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quently, once a Week, twice a Month, or the 
like. 

Magma ſignifies the - Dregs that arelefr after 
the ſtreining of Juices. 

Malacia 1s a depraved Appetite which covets 
thoſe things which are never eat : Alſo a Ten- 
derneſs of Body. 

Malaftica, or Emollientia are thoſe things 
which ſoften parts with a moderate Heat and 
Moiſture, by diſlolving ſome of them, and difſi- 
pating others. 

Malagma was the {ame with our fore-Fathers, 
as Cataplaſma. 

Malagma, the ſame that Malafticum, 

Malignus Morbus, a malignant Diſeaſe, is that . 
which rages more vehemently and continues 
longer than its Nature ſeems to pretend to, as 
a peſtilent Feaver, Cc. 

Malleus is one of the four little Bones in the 
Far. 

Malleus ped, fee Malleolus. 

Malleolus, of Malleus, is twofold, external, 
which is the lower Proceſs at the foot of the 
Bone of the Leg called Fibula: Or znternal, 
which is the lower Proceſs of the Bone of the 

Leg, called 7:b:a, theſe make the Ancle. 

Malthacode is a Medicine ſoftened with Wax. 

Malum mortuum, the dead Dilcaſe, is a ſort of 
Scab, ſo called becauſe it makes the Body ap- 
pear black and mortified : It 1s accompanied 
with Colours black and blew, and with a cruſty 
ſort of Pimples, black, and filthy, but without 
Matter, Senſe, or Pain. It infefts the Hips and 
Legs eſpecially. 
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Mamma, Mamnmilla,Uber, the Breaſt, Dugs,&c. 
the Grammatians call the: inner part Ubera, and 
the outward Protuberances amme., A Breaſt 
or Dug 1s a globous, white, and ſoft Body, lay- 
ing _ the pectoral Muſcle on both ſides, made 
up of conglomerated Glandules in the in-ſide, 
by the mediation whereof the Milk is ſeparated 
from the arterious Blood, ard is conveyed out 
by very little Pipes, which paſs through the 
Nipples. | 
Mammiformes proceſſus are two Apophy ſes of 
the Bone of the back part of the Scull. 
Mammilla, the ſame that Mamma. . 
Mandibula, Maxilla, the Jaw 1s either upper or 
lower. The xpper is made of twelve Bones, on 
* each ſidefix. Thefirſt is at the external corner 
of the Eye, which joyned with the fore-pro- 
ceſs of the Bone of the Temples produces the 
jugal Bone. The ſecond conſtitutes the inner 
corner of the Eye, has a large Paſlage in it, by 
which the ſuperabundant Moiſture of the Eye 
deſcends to the Noſtrils. The third is within 
the circle of the Eye, interpoſed betwixt the 
other two. The fourth,the greateſt of all, makes 
the greateſt part of the Cheeks and the Palate, 
and is elaborately carved for the Reception of 
the Teeth. The fifth helps to make the Noſe. 
The ſixth with another Bone along with it ter- 
minates the extremity oi the Palate: And all 
theſe 'are joined rather by a plain Line than by 
Sutures. The lower Jaw at riper Years grows 
into one continued Bone, extream hard, and 
thick, and conſequently very ſtrong : It has 
two Preceſſes, one acute, called Corare, the 
other 
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other in the form of a little Head, called Con- 
dylus. It has two Holes within, and as many 
without which make way for the Neryes , the 
under Teeth are implanted in it, and it is. joyn- 
ted with the inner fide of the Bone of the Tem- 
ples called Os petroſum. | 

Mania, a ſort of Madneſs, is a deprivation 
of Imagination and Judgment, with great Rage 
and Anger, but without a Feaver and Fear : It 
proceeds from ſulphureo-ſaline Animal Spirits, 
like Aqua ſftygia, which cauſe ſtrange furious 
Impulſes in the Body, not by conſent of Parts, 
but by their own Strength. 

Manica Hypecrats, 1s a woollen Sack, in form 
of a Piramade, wherewith Aromatick Wines, 
Medicines, and other Liquors areſtreined. 

Manioaes is a Phrenſy, like the Madneſs which 
1s meant by ana. 

Manpulws 1s a dry Meaſure, uſual with Phyſi- 
cians in their Preſcriptions ; for it is a determi- 
nate quantity, to wit, as much as can be held 
in one hand ; meant for the moſt part of Herbs. 
Faſciculus is a ditterent quantity from Adani- 
pulus, an handful, for it properly ſignifies an 
arm-full. 

Manus Chriſti is a ſort of Sugar, ſo called be- 
cauſe it is put into Cordials for very weak 
People. 

Maraſmodes is a Feaver which at laſt endsin a 
Conſumption. | 

Mariſca, the ſame that Ficus. 

Marmaryge are the Gliſtenings and Corruſca- 
tions Ot the Eyes. 
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 Marmelata, ' Marmelate, is the Juice of Quin- 
ces condenſated into a Gelly with Sugar ; and 

, ts either plain or ſpiced, for the uſe of Families. 

HMarmorata aurium, Far-wax, 15 a certain E x- 
crement of the Ears, laid there in the auditory 
Paſſage from the openings of the Arteries, or 
ſweat out from the Cartilages. 

Maſfeteres are Muſcles of the lower Jaw, pro- 
duced from the upper, and the jugal Bone, they 
are connetted to the lower Jaw, and can'move 
it right-ſide, left-ſide, and forward by rcaſon of 
the various Diſpoſition of Fibres.

Maltaiget are Procelles like Breaſts or Dues, 
which from a broad Baſis end in an obtuſe top, 
and are ſhaped like Tearsin a Cows Udder : Alſo 
Muſcles which bend the Head, proceeding from 
the Neck-bone and the Breaſt-bone, termina- 
ting in the Proceſs Mammiformss, i. e. like a Dug 
or Pap.

Mater dura 1s a Mcmbrare which ſticks cloſe 
fo the Scull within in ſome places, and mediate- 
ly covers both the Brain and Cerebellum, or little 
Brain ; it has four Cavities which ſupply thg 
place of Veins, and come together betwixt the 
Brain and Cercbellam, which Conjunction Hereo- 
philus calls torcular, 

Mater tens 18 a Membrane which immediate- 
ly clothes the Brzin and Cerebellum, extreamly 
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full of ſanguinary Veſlels, made to, keep inthe 
Spirits generated In the Brain and Cerebellum, 
that they fly not away. 

Matracium is nothing but a little Sack, where- 
in is calcined Tartar or the like, pricked here 
and there for the emiſſion of Liquor. 

Matrix, the ſame that Uterns, 

Maxiulla ſuperior, the upper Jaw-bone, has 
eleven Bones belonging to at, five on each ſide, 
and one without a fellow. 1. 1n the leſſer Cor- 
ner of the Eye. 2. In the greater Corner of 
the Eye. 3. Which is the greateſt of all, con- 
ſtitutes the whole Palate, and contains the up- 
per Teeth. 4. With its Partner conſtitutes the 
ridge of the Noſe. 5. Is placed at the extre- 
mity of the Palate, where the Holes of the No- 
ſtrils tend towards the upper part of the Gul- 
let : Sec Mandibula. 

Maxilla inferior, the lower Jaw-borne is that 
which contains the under-Teeth ; it has a Pro- 
ceſs on cach ſide, the foremoſt, called Corone, 
the hinder Conaylus. 

Meatus auditorius, the auditory Paſlage begins 
from the Cavity of the inner part of the Ear, 
and is clothed with a thin Skin as far as the brim 
of the Tympanum, or drum of the Ear : It's uſe 
is to receive the Air and audible Species, and to 
contain the Ear-wax. 

Aleatus urtnarins, fee Urethra. 

Meconium, Orxate, or the condenſed Juice of 
Poppies. - Allo the Excrements of a Ferus,

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Mediana Vena is the middle Vein in the bend- 
ing of the Cubit betwixt the Cephalick and Ba- 
filick : It is ſafely opened, becauſe there”s nei- 
ther Nerve nor Artery under 1t. 

Mediaſtinum is a doubling of the Membrane of 
the ſides, which divides the Lungs and other 
Viſcera of the Breaſt into two parts. It pro- 
ceeds from the Vertebres of the Back, and go- 
ing on forward reaches the Breaſt-bone, and 
makes this Partition. 

Medicamentam, a Medicine, is a convenient 
help, whereby Diſeaſes'are repelled for the re- 
covery of Health ; and it 1s either atFual, which 
affets the Body at firſt touch with that Quali- 
ty it is endowed with; as hot Iron, cold Water : 
Or potential, whoſe Efficacy 1s nor perceived till 
it be ſtirred up from ſome ſtay in the Body, as 
Pepper, Raddiſh,ſharp Salts, &c. Again, a Me- 
dicine' is endowed with firſt, or ſecond, or 
third'Qualiries, all which depend upon the Tem- 
perament and the various Motion of Particles 
in our Bodies. Medicine 1s threefold, Chy- 
rargery,, Phylick, ſtrictly ſo called, and Diet. 

Medicina, Phyſick, 1s an Art aſliſtant to Na- 
tare,and preſerving Health in Human Bodies as 
much 'as' is poſſible by convenient Remedies. 
Senertus- and others 'rightly divide it into five 
parts : 1. Phyſiologia, which treates of Human 
Conſtitution, as it 1s ſound and well, to which 
belongs Anatomy too. 2. Pathalogia, which 
treats of the preternarural Conſtitution of our 
Bodies: 3. Semotica, which treats of the ſigns 
of Health and Diſeaſes. 4. Hygzeina, which 
delivers-Rules of the Regimen to be obſeryed in 
the 
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the Preſervation of Health. 5. Therapeuticay 
which teaches Diet, Chyrurgery, and Medicine, 
The general Diviiion of Phylick is only into 
two partsz the: Theory and the Praitice ; the 
Subject of Phylick is human Body, as curable ; 
and its end and delign Health, Hippocrates calls 
it a long Art, and Paracelſus a ihort one ; and 
certain Arabians a little one, but in reality it is 
21ong, a great, and noble Art.

Medicus, a Phyliician, is a Man highly skilful 
in the art of Phylick, mcdeſt, ſober, and cour- 
teous. Scaliger-deicribes a Phyſician thus, T hat 
he ought to be a learned, honeſt, mild, dili- 
gent, a fortunate Man, and'of ripe Years, one 
that relies upon God, not arrogant with his 
Knowledg, Labour or Succeſs,. nor covetous.

Medulla in Mineralogia in the Deſcription of 
Minerals, is that foftiſh part which is found in 
ſome Stones in Phytologza, or Deſcription of 
Plants, it ſignifies the middle, ſofter and more 
excellent - part, which they call alſo Cor and 
Matrix. 

Mednxlla cerebriis a white ſoft Subſtance, cove- 
red on the out-!.de with the barky Subſtance, 
which is more of an aſhy Colour ; it makes that 
which is called the Corpus calloſum, or callous Bo- 
dy,within : Imagination and the Diſtribution of 
Animal Spirits are performed there. Aal- 
pixpus allerts that it, conliſts of inaumerable

Meadulla obloagata is the beginning of the Spi-

We 
may imagine likewiſe,that 1t 1s but a ſweating of 
the Bones, in that they receive more ſulphure- 
ous fat Matter than they can convert into Nou- 
rilhment, which afterwards flows to the inner 
part of the Bones by Duttus's and little Ca- 
vities for that purpoſe, after that is received by 
the Veins, and communicated to the Blood. 

Medulla ſpinals, the ſpinal Marrow, or the 
tail of the Brain, 1s that part which goes down 
the middle of the Back by the Vertebres, and is 
terminated at the Os ſacrum; it is alſo of the ſame 
nature and uſe with the Brain it is a Coagmen- 
tation of Nerves, and has the uſe of them ; 
upwards It is forked ; hence if either party be 
obſtructed there ariſes a Palſy of one ſide. It 
ſends out thirty pair of Nerves on each ſide to 
the Limbs, great Cavities, and other parts of the 
Body, If it be waſhed with a convenient Li-

It is of different 
Shapes according as it is differently uſed. 

Melanagoga are Medicines that expel black

Melancholia is a Sadneſs without any evident 
Cauſe, whereby People fancy terrible and ſome- 
times ridiculous things to themſelves : It pro- 
ceeds from the Degeneracy of the Animal Spirits 
from their own ſpirituous faline Nature into 
an Acide, like the Spirit of Vitriol, Box-treez 
Oak, &c. Allo it is called black Choler., of 
black Blood, Aduſt, and Salino-ſulphureous, 

Melas, ſee i In Alphics. 

Melicers is a. Tumour ſhut up within a Tu- 
nick, proceeding from matter like Honey, with- 
out Pain, round, yielding if preiled, bat quickly 
teturning again. It ſeems to proceed from 
Lymphatick Particles which do not circulate 
right, and which when the Moiſture is evapo- 
rated, leave a honyiſh-kind of Subſtance. 

Melicratum is a Drink made of one part Ho- 
hey, and eight parts Rain-water. 

Membrana is a nervous, fibrous, broad, plain, 
white, and dilatable Subſtance, which covers 
the Bowels, the great Cavities of the 5ody, the 
Muſcles, &c. and is endowed with an exqui- 
lite Sente.

When the Bairs are ihaven off, the Skin is to be 
cut to the Pericramum, avciding as prudently 
as may be the Muſcles of the Temples ard the 
Sutures, ard for this time the Wourgd 1 to be 
Hound up, unleſs there be ſo little Blood fpilr, 
that the Membranc, calied Pericran;zm, may at 
the {ame time be pulicd off frem the Scull : 
Then 
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Then after a few Hours you may ſtop the Ears 

of the Patient, and take one of theſe Inſtruments 
called a Maſculine Modiolus, whoſe point is to 
be fixed in the Skull, but fo far off the Fracture, 
that it touch it not, much leſs the Suture, with 
its Teeth ; tho, ſome never avoid the Sutures, 
and aſſure us that they have perforated them as 
ſucceſsfully as any other part: Then hold the In- 
ſtrument faſt with the left-hand, and turn it 
round with the right, till you have cut out a 
pretty deep Circle : After this take a Feminine 
Modralus ( which has no point in the middle ) 
and turn it round as before: In the mean time 
take away the Duſt that proceeds from the Per- 
foration, and moiſten the Inſtrument in Oil and 
Water to make it cool and ſlippery : The 
Blood that appears will ſhew that you are now 
gone as deep as the ſecond Table, 5. e. beyond 
the Scull to the Meninx, and then you mult preſs 
very gently, leſt the Membrane of the Brain be 
unadviſedly hurt; when the Bone begins to 
wag, put ſomething in betwixt the ſides of the

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Its Subſtance is made wp of a great company of 
little Conduits. On both ſides it receives the 
Serum from the Glandules which border upon 
the Arteries, and carries 1t to the little Bodies 
in the Reins called Caruncule Papillares (which 
ſee) that ſo it may be diſcharged by the Pelvs, 
the Baſin, the Ureters, the Bladder, &c.

Palms is a Shivering, or palpitation of the 
Heart, cauſed by a Convulliion, or Irritation of 
the Nerves ; the cauſe whercof conliſts in the 
Blocd or nervous Juice, or in the Water in the 
Membrane that covers the Hearrt. 

Palpebre are the Coverings of the Eyes, made 
up of a Skin, 2 fleſhy Membrane, Muſcles, a Tu- 
nick, and another little Skin called Tarſus, with 
Hair upon the uppermoſt Skin : They are ci- 
ther the upper or the under 'Eye-lids. 
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Palpitatio cordis naturalis, the natural Palpj- 
tation of the Heart, 1s in the Syſtole thereof, 
whilſt the Cone-and the Sides are preſs'd toge- 
ther, the Baſis and the Roots of the Vellels,being 
blown up with the Blood that gathers there, 
grows big and ſwoln. It oft proceeds from an 
extraordinary Contraction of the Heart, or a 
thick and irritating Matter which ſticks in the 
Heart, 
 Panacaa is a general ſort of Phyſick for all 
Diſeaſes indifterently ; but I queſtion if there be 
any ſuch thing. Many People brag mach of 
Tobacco, Tincture of the Sun, the Philoſophers- 
ſtone, vitriolated Tartar, Cc.

It 1s a conglomerated Glandule in the 
Abdomen, placed behind the Ventricle, and 
faſtened to the Gut Dnoderum, and reaches as 
far as the Liver and the Spleen; the Uſe and 
Office thereof is to convey a volatile, Inſipid, 
and Lymphatick Juice, or as others will have 
it (for *tis a diſputable Point) a ſomething 
acid Juice, by its own Duttus to the Gut Duo- 
denum., in order to a farther Fermentation and 
Volatiliſation of the Chyle, and to attemperate 
and allay the Qualities of the Gall : It is the 
biggeſt Glandule in the whole Body, but bigger 
1n a Dog than a Man. | 
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Panaalea, as the modern Phyſicians call it, is 
the ſame with a ſolid Eleftuary, but that it re- 
mains #tzre, for the Sugar being rightly boiled 
is let grow hard ; the Patient takes a plece of it 
like a Lambative ; it only in the ſhape ditiers 
from Rolls and Morſels. 

Pandemits is a Diſeaſe which is rife in ſome 
places or other. 

Pandiculatio is a certain Dilatation and con- 
yullive Diſtenſion of the Muſcles, by which the 
Vapours that annoy them are caſt off. 

Panicws is a ſudden Fear or Conſternation.

If a Man be 
ſtrong and has taken a Purge, and alſo his Lungs, 
and the reſt of his Entratls be uncorrupted, when 
the Navel doth protuberate, don't look ano- 
ther way, for there you mult make the Incttion ; 
don't let Purulency and Water come out both 
together, for that were to kill the Patient, but 
one after the other, as in ſeven days a pound, 
or a pourd and an half as the Patient can en- 
dure it : After the Operatton 1s finiſhed, draw 
the Wound up with an aitringent Plaiſter : If 
the inward Vetlels and Pallages be broke through 
this pricking, 1t's to no purpole to endeayour 
the Cure.

Others 
reckon ſeven, as the Elements, 'Temperaments, 
Humors, Spirits, Parts, Faculties, Actions ; but 
Elements and Temperaments belong to natural 
Philoſophy ; Humors, Spirits and Parts are 
reckoned amongſt the Cauſes of Health, which 
conſiſt of a good Temperature and a due Con- 
formation ; Faculties and Actions are compre- 
hended under the Effects of Health. 

Res noa naturales, Things that are not Natural 
are Six : Air, Meat and Drink, Motion and 
Reſt, Sleep and Waking, the AﬀeCtions of the 
Mind, Things that are Ict out of, and Things re- 
tained in the Body. T hey are ſo called,becauſe 
that if they exceed their due Bounds, they often 
occaſion Diſeaſes. 

Res preter Naturam, things beſide Nature are 
Diſeaſes, their Cauſes, their Symptoms and 
Effects. 
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Reſolventia, dillolving® Remedics are fuch as 
are apt to diſlipate or {catter Particles, that are 
driven into the Body or any part of it, with 
their own ſpirituous and fſulphureous Parti- 
cles. 

Reſpiratio, Breathing, 18 an alternate Dilata- 
tion and Contraction of the Cheſt, whercby the 
nitrous Air is taken in by the Wind-Pipe for 
the accenſion of the Blood, and by antl by is 
driven out again with other vaporous Efluvi- 
ums. The Caule of Reſpiration does not ſeem 
to conlilt in the Dilatation and Contrattion of 
the Thorax, as 15 commonly thought, but in the 
Contraction of the Tunic which covers the upper 
part of the Oc/ſophagus and the Wind-Pipe as far 
45 its Cloſelt Recelies. 

Rete mirabile, the wonderful Net, in the Brain, 
is ſo called by reaſon of its admirable Structure; 
it conſiſts of ſeveral ſmall Arteries; it is under 
the Balis of the Brain, and comprehends the 
pituitary Glandule, by the ſides of the Bone 
Ophenoides: The Uſe of 1t 15, that the Blood may 
caſt off its ſerous parts into the pitnitary Glan- 
dule, that it may atjord finer and purer Spirits : 
Secondly, leſt the Blood by ruſhing too ſudden- 
ly upon the Brain, ſhonld in ſome meaſure 

ſuppreſs it ; It is not ſo found in a Man and an 
Horſe, which perform noble things.

Rhachitss 1s the Spinal Marrow, which fee in 
its proper place : Alſo a Diſeaſe common a- 
mongit the Engl;h, which is an unequal Nouriſh- 
ing of parts accompanied with Looſeneſs of 
parts, Softneſs, Weakneſs, Faintneſs, Drow- 
zyneſs, a great {welling Head, with Leanneſs 
below the Head, with Protuberances about the 
Joints; Crookedneſs of Bones, Straitnefs of the 
Breaſt, Swelling of the Abdomen, Stretching of 
the Hypochongres, a Cough, &c. The Engliſh 

call it the Rickets : But becauſe the occaſion of it 
often lyes in the Spinal Marrow, the Famous 


Gliſſon calls it appolitely enough Rhachrre. 
Rha- 
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Rhagades, the Latines ſay Soifſſure, Fifſure, 
Rime, Chinks, Clefts, which as they happen in 
other parts of the Body, Hands, Feet, Lips, 
the entrance of the Womb; ſo they may ha 
pen in the Fundament, in the Extremity of the 
Gut Rettum, and in the SphinCtter or Muſcle 
which cloſes the Fnndament.

Vegiha, Waking, is an Agitation ard Expan- 
ſion of animal Spirits in the Pores' of the Brain, 
whereby the Motions of -Qbjects are eaſily re- 
preſented to the common Senſory by the ex- 
ternal Organs; which Spirits if they be too 
much expanded ard agnatcd, they cauſe an 
obſtinate long Wakening. -

Vitalis facultas, the Vital Faculty,is an Action 
whereby a Man lives, which 1s performed, whe- 
ther we deſign it or no; ſuch are the Moti- 
ons of the Heart, Reſpiration, Nutrition, &c, 
It depends chiefly upon the Cerebellam. It js the 
ſame with Natural Faculty, tho the: Ancients di- 
ſtinguiſhed them, placing the Natural in the 
Liyer, and the vital in the Heart. 

Vitalis Tndicatio,'is a way whereby Strength 
and Vigor are continually renewed and pre- 
ſerved. 

| Vitiligo, a ſort of Leproſy ; there are Three 
kinds echoes Alphus where the Colour is white, 
ſomething rough; and ' not continued, like ſo 
many Drops here and there; but ſometimes it 
ſpreads broader, and with fome Intermiſſions.

Where they begin,there 
you find certain nervous Fibres like fo many 
ſmall Nipples lengthened, the lengthened parts 
whereof. are ſeen as far as the Nall : If they be 
forcibly torn: off, they leave divers Holes, ſo 
that the Horney Subſtance-of- the Nails looks 
like a Net. Under the Naik there is a pappy 
ſort of Body, which has its. Vellels of Excretion. 
The Apices, or tops af the Nails,are they which 
grow beyond. the-Eleſh ; the Parts. which. aro 
cut, are called, the Segmina, the. parings. of the 
Nails, the parts,under-the Nails,.are the «eval, 
the bidden, parts ; the.

- Vamicaz is a fault in the Lungs, from Heteroge- 
neous Blood, which being lodged perhaps' in 
one of the. little Bladdery Cells there, occali- 
ons neither a Fever nor a Cough ; but after- 
ward when it 1s encreaſed, ic oppreſles the 
neighbouring Sanguiferous Vellels, and impreg- 
nates the Blood as it paſles along with its Eflu- 
viums ; whereupon there ſucceeds a ſmall Fever, 
accompanied with Inquietude and Leanneſs ; 
at laſt when it 1s full grown- and concoCted 
into Matter, It makes a Neſt as it were and 
lodges there. 

Vomitorium, 1s a Medicine taken inwardly, 
made of Emeticks, or things that proyoke Vo-
